NEW BEAUTY SPOT FOR LOS ANGELES 
Library _Entrance on Flower ‘Street Opened to Public 


HE completion of the Flower 
street entrance to the new Li- 
brary Bullding and the opening 
of this entrance to the public this 
week should be considered an event 
in the art annals of the city. For this 
entrance with its park-like approach, 
the beautiful green-tiled pools bor- 
dered with Italian cypresses, the 
stretches of lawn, ornamental lights, 
stone benches, inviting walks and the 
final expression of symbolism in the 
carving and inscriptions above the 
doorway make a picture to delight 
the heart of the artist. 
Bertram Grosvener Goodhue, the 


architect who designed the library, 


said: “I would make of it a charm- 
ing oasis hemmed in by its lines of 
busy——-too busy—streets.” 

The architect at the site, Carleton 
Monroe Winslow, associate and suc- 
cessor to Gocdhue, describes this 
Plower-street front as the chief ar- 
chitectural entrance to the library. 
The waiks at either side of the pools 
approach the building on its axis, 
leading to the sculptured doorway. 
The severe cub! fic lines of the steps, 
the rectangular pools, the lines of 
the building itself, are relieved by the

PITS TO BE LEFT OPEN 

These pits will be left open and will 
continue their perpetual bubbling of 
gae and tar as they have done for un- 
counted ages. These open pits will be 
provided with breast-high retaining 
walls to prevent any danger of slip- 
ping into the bottomless tar pools 
on the part of persons who may view 
them. The smaller pits will be filled 


up. 

One of the large pite will be 
shown with the bones of the ani- 
mals contained left in place exactly 
as they were found by the scientists 
who conducted the excavations. This 
pit will be enclosed by a building 
of Spanish design, which will also 
provide space for an essembly hall 
and for special museum exhibits. 

The larger portion of the park area 
will be planted to grass and will 
be ornamented with trees and shrubs 
of the varieties that are known to 
have existed in this section during 
the period of the Ice Age and are 
now growing in localities in Cali- 
fornia hundreds of miles north of 
Los Angeles. Identification of the 
prehistoric trees and shrubs was made 
possible through the discovery in 
the tar pits of numerous fragments 
of the the ancient arboreal growths, 
which were found mingled with the 
animals’ bones. At different places 
throughout the park there will be 
sculptured life-size representations of 
the various types of animals whose 
remains were found in the pits. 

The entire park tract will be sur- 
rounded by a screen of trees and 
shrubs planted in ‘loose formation 
to permit glimpses of the central 
aren from the surrounding streets. 
On the outer side of this screen suf- 
ficient space will be ieft to allow 
the planting of fiowering shrubs, 
chiefly hibiscus, of which it is 
planned to plant more than 1000 
varieties.

Entrance to the park from Wilshire 
Boulevard will be over an ornamental 


footbridge to be thrown across the 
large tar pool im close proximity to 
the boulevard. There will be no 
facilities for the entrance into the 
park of automobiles. 

Running diagonally across the park 
area is the bed of an ancient stream 
which is to be restored with a per- 
manent flow of water. Special inter- 
est attaches to this stream because it 
was the feature of the pleistocene 
landscape chiefly responsible for the 
countiess animal travedics that took 
place on this spot millenniums ago. 

Elephants, saber-tooths and other 
creatures, attracted by the water in 
this stream, habitually came there to 
drink. When the stream dried up, as 
it did intermittently, the animals 
sought the water on’ the surface of 
the nearby pools of congealed tar. 
Frequently they were caught in this 
treacherous substance and dractred 
down to death. Their bones, impreg- 
nated by the tar, were preserved and 
this explains why these remains were 
found intact after thousands of years 
of burial. 

The expense of the development of 
the park will be defrayed by Los 
Angeles county and the work will be 
carried on gradually over a period of 
years as funds become available. The 
first undertaking, aside from the 
grading and leveling of the park and 
the planting of trees and flowers, will 
be the construction of the footbridee 
on the Wilshire Boulevard side, 
which is to be started immediately. 
When this bridge is completed, which 
will be some time toward the close 


of the coming summer, the event will : 


be observed by a formal opening of 
the park. Supervision of the park 
will be under the genera) direction of 
the Los Anceles Museum, of which tn- 
stitution Pleistocene Park will, in ef- 
fect, form a department.

All languages and the traditions of races and of nations are filled 
with the evidences and proof of the primary importance during all stages 
of man’s development of a code of ethics and of morals. These may alter 
through the ages in their outward semblance, but fundamentally they 


remain the same. 


The individual, the community, the State, that builds upon a solid 
foundation rests securely and advances surely, whatever the temporary 
handicaps or seeming retrogressions encountered. This is the common 
experience of man. This is the universal law by which is measured all 
accomplishment, and it may be applied today in California, as in other 
lands to other peoples thirty centuries ago. 

There has been slowly developing in California two divergent civic 
points of view, each definite, pronounced, supported by two great populous 
localities, one embracing the southern half and the other the northern 
half of this exceptionally favored State. 

Two empires are in process of development here, each thriving, each 
facing a potential growth as amazing and as far beyond the present as 


the present is beyond the past. 


The welfare and highest interests of one should harmonize—not 
conflict—with the other. California should fulfill its destiny through the 
achievement of the ideals and efforts of one people working in unison 
toward a common goal. Divided against itself, this State will invite and 
undoubtedly will experience the unfortunate results which such division 


entails, 


Last Tuesday’s general election in California did not in certain of 
its aspects create a situation satisfactory to the great body of citizens, 
north and south, which sincerely and earnestly desires the State to 
forward in a spirit of cooperation and unity. : : 

The nation at large must regard with bewilderment and 
the spectacle presented here. The diametrically opposite opinions on 
great and vital issues expressed by the voters of Southern and Northern 
California will not and should not go unheeded or unremarked. And the 
conditions revealed by the results of the election do not call for criticism 
or recrimination, but for honest reflection and contemplation. 

It may be conceded that an absence of adequate information or un- 
certainty as to the necessity for enactment of measures relating to policies 
of government may have caused a majority of the voters of Southern 
California to reach one decision and the voters of Northern California to 


render another verdict. 


Far more significant was the sharp and unequivocal difference of 
view on questions relating to public morality and the maintenance of 
laws designed to protect the individual citizen and the State from evils 
fully demonstrated and readily understood. , 

The Times does not venture upon a criticism of the huge majority 
vote in Northern California for repeal of the Wright Act, which is a 
measure designed solely for the purpose of enabling State and municipal 
authorities to aid the Federal government in enforcing a part of the Con- 
stitution of the United States, but this newspaper is gratified that the 
overwhelming sentiment in Southern California for retention of this 
necessary and beneficial law has saved California as a whole from the 


lawless consequences of repeal. 


It is due largely to the great majority of voters in Southern Cali- 
fornia that the vicious evils of legalized gambling have not been in- 
vited into this State; for the sentiment of the majority of voters in the 
San Francisco district favored enactment of a measure that would have 
made gambling on horse races permissible under our State law. Beyond 
any doubt, tens of thousands of those voting for repeal of the Wright 
Act and for introduction of gambling in California were inspired by a 
feeling that “liberalizing” of the law is desirable. 

But the real object of those responsible for submission of these 
proposals was not liberality or liberty. These already exist under our 
form of government. The object sought was license, and many good 
citizens unwittingly gave this movement their sanction at the ballot 
box. Southern California, by a great majority, favored the reading of 
the Bible in the public schools—a function performed in all but a few 
States of the Union and one followed in a majority of the schools of 
the nation since its foundation. In this issue, too, the northern half of 
the population demonstrated an opposite opinion. 

Southern California should not fall into the error of indulging in 
any feeling of superior virtue by reason of the expression of a majority 
of its electorate; neither should Northern California resort to derision 
or sneers for the asserted pharisaical attitude of the people of this region. 
As a people this State is divided on issues which must be composed. There 
is a need for an exchange of ideas and for mutual observation. 

The empire of Southern California is safe in the course its people 
have chosen. It is growing in materia] things, its people are happy. 
They have built their social structure on solid ground. As long as they 
continue so their future greatness in all things is assured. The evi- 
dence is indisputable that the people of Southern California have one 
conception of the obligations of citizenship and the people of Northern

Great changes have taken place in South | 
America in the last ten years. These have 
been largely due to the influx of alien blood, 
@ great tide of which has flowed into the 
country. While the United States has been 
discouraging immigration the southern re 
publics have been encouraging it. Since 
1920 Argentina has more than doubled her 
annual number of new arrivals from other 
countries. In that year there were 87,000 


immigrants, while of late years the cal 


Argentina 
leads all other southern nations in imm!- 
gration, receiving 17.6 per cent, while Bra 
zil gets 7.8 per cent. Chile is adding ma- 
terlally from year to year to her popula- 
tion of about 4,000,000 from this source, 
while Venezuela, with the same population 
as Chile, adds 10,000 to 11,000 annually.

Manwhile one hears less and less of polit- 
jeal tyranny, and the regime of the dic 
tator, save in Nicaragua and a few other 
countries, seems to have veen abolished. 
This is the best sign of progress in any 
civilization, as has been truly remarked by 
Herbert Spencer, who held that a military 
era in which despotism is strongly to the 
front is bound to be succeeced by milder 
forms of government and the eventual sway 
of a popula: political regime.

While it is true that the average Euro 
pean immigrant by no means represents 
the best type of culture, it requires only 
a generation or two, with the characteristic 
frugality, industry and thirst for education 
which marks the peasant type as well as 
those from the milis and factories of Eu- 
rope, to create a potent factor in national 
progess. America has been benefited more 
by the European immigrant than she has 
been disadvantaged, and this experience 
will be repeated in South America. 

La Navion, an important newspaper of 
Buenos Alres, says: “In the United States 
they hinder immigration for reasons which 
could hardly be ours. They have 120,000, 
000 inhabitants and are doubtless acting 
under pressure of the labor unions, which 
fear a decrease of wages.” By this state 
ment we are given 5,000,000 more inhab- 
itants than we have, and it is also an ex- 
aggeration to say that the pressure of the 
labor unions has been any great factor in 
our keeping down immigration. As Presi- 
dent Coolidge has said, the government has 
no more land to give away, and this, to 
gether with our natural desire for self. 
preservation, has led to the idea that we 
are approaching the saturation point in the 
matter of immigration. 

In South America, with its enormcus ex- 
panse of unpopulated and untilled land, the 
case is wholly different. It is a good thing 
for the people of that country, as it is for 
us, that the southern republics are able to 
absorb so many of the overplus of Euro 
peans. .

He was a noted anti-slavery lec 
turer, and was one of the OGrst 
men to appeal for woman snuf- 
frage. That last was regarded as 
queer and unmanly in those days. 
He also was in demand on the 
platform, and his editorials were 
widely read. When Mr. Beecher 
resigned the editorship of the In- 
dependent he had Henry Bowen, 
the publisher, establish Tilton, his 
protege, in hig place. But Til- 
ton was young, and his theologi- 
cal and social creeds underwent 
a sea-change; In fact, he was ac 
cused of being a free-lover, and 
from this the trouble arose. 


The Cast 


Mrs. Beecher fs described as 
follows by the reporter for the 
New York Tribune: “positive, de 
termined, and, even in her old 
age, a handsome woman. She 
wag cool and self-possessed in the 
courtroom, and her features 
showed force and expression.” 
She slways termed the case 
“blackmail,” and said it cost them 
$160,000. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Tilton was alse 
there. The same man says she 
was nervous, timid, embarrassed, 
weak, sentimental. She had a 
right to be, sitting in the court- 
room and hearing herself de 
nounced, with never the chance 
to reply. She was the mother of 
feur children, and was frequently 
i). After her second confession 
both sides seemed to discard her 
as having sothing pertinent to 
add to the case. 

Moulton, the busybedy and ma 
tual friend, came ts for some 
rough treatment by the reporters, 
who, apparently, did not approve 
of the cut of his jib. | 

Another “X woman” was Mrs. 
Virginia Woodhull, so-called from 
& previous marriage, but the wife 
of a Col. Blood. She ran @ pe 
riedica] with her sister, and 
called it the Woodull and Clatf- 
lin Weekly, and this publication 
first printed the Beecher scandal. 
Weeks of testimony were devot- 
ed to whether she was a suffra- 
gist or a Communist er 6 free 
lover, whether she drew Tilton in- 
to his theological transgressions, 
and whether Tilton gave her the 
scandal story, or whether she 
just assembied it here and there. 


A Suit 


The trial iteelf was not a crim- 
imal proceeding. After years of 
gossiping and tattling, of con- 
fessions and exonerations, of 
apologies and recriminmations, of 
midnight parleys, tears, promises, 
clandestine letters, payments of 
monies, of accusations, explana- 
tions and denials, Tilton at last 
Mled a guilt against Mr. Beecher 
asking for $100,000 for alienation 
eof affections of Flizabeth Tilton. 
Mrs. Tilton had at length left her 
busband. The suit was filed July 
21, 1874. Mr. Beecher brought 
pressure to bear to bave kt thrown 


5, 1875, before Judge Nellson, of 
the Brooklyn City Court. It went 
to the jury June 24, and the jury 
had it nine days. Judge Neilson 
was frankly pleased to have the 
trial of it. The greatest lawyers 
in the city were arrayed upon op 
posite sides, and they utilized all 
the mannerisms and etage tricks 
of the period. They fulminated 
and fumed. Everybody—with 
some exceptions—were liars; op 
posing counsel were unethical; 
opposing counsel were represent- 
ing a dastardly scoundrel; and so 
forth, no end. 

Both sides made grand en- 
trances and brought entourages 
with them. At one period the 
case could not proceed because 
henchmen were bringing in great 
bouquets and the bar was choked 
with flowers. It was remindful 
of the burial of a Chicago gun- 
man. The pleased Judge Neilson 
sometimes had as many as eight 
notables sitting on the bench be- 
side him. The courtroom over- 
flowed with notables, and it is a 
pity there were no motion-picture 
actors In those days to cash in on 
the publicity. Some of the society 
queens brought their opera 
glasses with them, the better to 
view the majesty of the law 
grinding on. Plymouth Church, 
as a body, was there. One church- 
man, overzealous, pursued a fa- 
tigued juryman down the street 
after adjournment and engaged 
him in loud conversation, until a 
crowd gathered, whereupon 
churchman fied. 


Attends in State 


Mr. Beecher was accompanied 
by his wife, his sons, and the 
married son's wife. He some 
times read a newspaper in dis 
dain. The poor, pitiful figure of 
Mrs. Tilton crouched in a corner. 
After adjournment Mrs. Beecher 
came over to her and spoke, and 


she was grateful for this munif-. 


cence. Mr. Beecher, also, spoke 
to ber, in a kindly manner. The 


_trie walked out together, with « 


horde of the curious dogging 
them. 

Mr. Tilton sat with his lawyers, 
and preserved «a chilly atmos 
phere, while Moulton, the chron- 
iclers write, smirked in the warm- 
ing blaze of publicity. 

It took three days to get a jury, 
and it wag a bard job. There was 
scarcely a man in all New York 
and Brooklyn who had not heard 
the story, and furthermore, who 
had not expressed an opinion. In 
fact, one German butcher had 
read it in a German paper, and 
developed conclusions thereon. 
Many a prospective juryman lost 
his chance of a ringside seat 
when one of his neighbors tattied 
te counsel, and sald be bad 


on the other side. 


Drawn Out 


It took a day for Judge Morris, 
attorney for Tilton, to explain 
just’ what he expected to prove, 
and then the trial proceeded 
along the rest of the winter, into 
spring, when the defense started, 
until] June, when at last the tes- 
timony concluded. During all! this 
time the New York Tribune print- 
ed, verbatim, the testimony. The 
report runs over more than three 
full pages a day, agate type, at 
atime when the Tribune pub 
lished only ten or twelve pages. 

It took eleven days for the law- 
yers to sum f up. There was 
even coptroverted testimony 
about Tilton’s “gray hairs” to ex- 
plain. Juror Hull became weary 
of it all, and once, when a thun- 
dering barrister suggested that 
he could continue for quite « 
while yet, Mr. Hull was moved to 
protest, and his words are bet- 
ter chosen and more coherent 
than those used by learned coun- 
sel. The substance of his re 
marks were that for six months 
he had been removed from his oc- 
cupation and serving for nine dol- 
lars @ week, that he had been in- 
sulted and bedeviled and made 
an object of curiosity. He sub- 
mitted that all the lawyers had 
done was to befuddile him, that he 
had lost all sense of time and di- 
rection, so: “Talk on, sir, talk all 
night if yeu want to, I don’t 


Juror Hull was right. It ts dif. 
ficult even now to winnow some 
small amount of facts from the 
milliong of words of testimony 
and argument. The case was 
based upon circumstantial evi- 
dence, and seemingly, anyone 
who had ever been out to dinner 
with Henry Ward Beecher was fit 
to testify as to what he thought 
of the matter. No bit of gossip or 
fact or writing was submitted but 
what there were several con- 
structions tmmediately placed 
upon ft. Noe one seemed to be 
able to write a simple statement 
without becoming hysterical and 
pretending that they are putting 
down for posterity the news that 
Rome had fallen. 


A Confession 
For instance, Mrs. Tien starts 


the denial of her first confession 
as follows: “Released from the 
will by whose power unconscious 
ly I crimimated myself again and 
again .. .” Beecher’s “con- 
fession letter” starts as follows: 
“My Dear Friend Moulton: I ask, 
through you, Theodore Tilton's 
forgiveness and I humble myself 
before him as I do before my 
God.” When accused he strikes 
an attitude and gives utterance 
to: “This will kill me! This wil) 
kill me!” Like the characters in 
Greek tragedies, the principals in 
the case used to go around calling 


on God to strike them dead, hop-. 


ing they might perish, weeping, 
casting themselves on the floor. 

The result of the jury's ponder- 
ings was just enough under the 
corcumstances. Mr. Beecher's law- 
yers pointed to a kindly, white 
haired old man that many in Amer 
ica venerated, and called him, in 
the sixty-third year of his age, s 
debaucher of womankind. a Don 
Juan and Casanova and Lothario 
rolled up in one and containing 
the vices of all three. His law- 
yers sald the whole thing was a 
dastardly plot to blackmall a 
great leader, a scheme to under- 
mine Christianity tn this country, 
the operations of evil minds. 

It must have been that the jur- 
ors reached their conclusions, 
not from a study of the evidence, 
but by emotion. They either did, 
or did not, approve of the way 
Tilton brushed his hair, they 
thought Beecher was a faker or 
a saint. As there were several 
shifts among the jurors, it is 
probable that enmities were 
formed and they voted against the 
other fellow and forgot all about 
Mr. Beecher’s questioned morai- 


ity. 
Hard to Explain 


But there was some testimony 
against Mr. Beecher that cculdn't 
be explained very logically. In 
his writing and statements to Til- 
ton, Moulton and Mrs. Morse, 
Mrs. Tilton’s mother, he always 


was nursing some great “sin” to 
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began when he fell out with the 
Republican party concerning re- 
construction. Shortly thereafter 
he left the editorial chair of the 
Independent to Tilton, and Til- 
ton's ultramodern theories alien- 
ated thousands of readers in the 
Middie West. A new publication, 
to fill this void, was inaugurated 
and Beecher edited it. This was 
the Christian Union. now the Out- 
look, This angered Tilton. His 
wife began to suspect him, par- 
ticularly when he brought home 
a young lady from lowa. There 
was a girl in Boston, too. Bessie 
Turner, “the tattling maid,” later 
testified that on two occasions 
Mr. Tilton safd things to her bet- 
ter left unsaid; in her bedroom, 
too. Wherefore, Mrs. Tilton wor- 
ried about his subscribers. Both 
brought their troubles to Mr. 
Beecher, and he advised Mr. Bow- 
en to fire Tilton and the wife to 
leave him. 

This advice, Mr. Beecher’s law- 
yers contended, was what Mr. 
Beecher meant by the “wrong” 
he had done Tilton. 


Plot Thickens 


On July 3, 1870, Mrs. Tilton 
confessed to her husband. it 
was contended that she confessed 
to bim when he confessed his 
loves to her, because it made 
him feel better. Tilton quit 
Beecher’s church. On December 
30 Moulton came to Beecher and 
made the accusation. Beecher 
pleaded with Moulton to keep the 
scandal quiet, which Moulton 
promised to do. He went to Mrs. 
Tilton, on her sickbed, and that 
night got her to recant. He wrote 
a letter to Bowen, seeking Til 
ton’s job back for him. There 
seems to have been of 
whispering by Beecher, Bowen 
and Tilton, all against each other, 
and this brought on the “tripar- 
tite agreement” where they all 
swore to quit it. This was later 
published in such a way that it 
threw peculiar lights upon each. 

Moulton secured from Tilton « 
promise not to proceed against 
Beecher, for which the pastor is 
extraordinarily thankful, writing 
that now be can continue his 
work. An agreement is drawn 
up whereby Mr. Beecher will] not 
see nor write to Mrs. Tilton. He 
does not live up to this, however, 
and the “clandestine correspond- 
ence” followed. Tilton found let- 
ters, and eight photographs of his 
pastor, in his wife's rooms after 
she left him. Beecher writes her 
that every thing is safe for her 
to write to him now, as he ta «ta» 
ing with his sister. He makes an 
appointment with her. She 
writes him the “pounding bird” 
note. Presumably he has prac- 
ticed his theory of forgiveness 
toward the womap who accused 
him. Friendly rem@ions seem to 
grow up between Beecher and 
Tilton.

: Many of Our Landmarks

ORTY years ago enthusiastic contractors. and 
real estate “boomers,” some thirty years previ- 


ous in their enthusiasm over the climate and 
‘living advantages of Southern California, caused to be 
erected some fifteen or more boom hotels throughout 
_ the Southland. One of the last of these hotels will fall 
- before the labors of a wrecking crew next month, as one 
of the nearly forgotten vestiges of the boom period of 
» 1886-1888, when transcontinental railroads waged com- 
» petitive rate wars, towns sprang up over night, and “land 
sharks” became necessary adjuncts of numerous mush- 


poom villages. 


The great boom witnessed the 
establishment of the “high-pres- 
sure” salesman who believed that 
the first factor in the success of 
his “bubble town” was a beautiful 
hotel. Great hotels were built at 
thousands of dollars expense, us- 
wally in the center of some vis- 
fonary town. In most cases the 
hotel was started before the lots 
were sold and was used as a sell- 
ing point in comparing the rela- 
tive merits of the twenty or more 
‘towns that sprung up near Los 
Angeles during the period. 

Historically the boom hotel has 
Ggured prominently in the devel- 
opment of Southern California 
even though many of them were 
built in the heyday of excitement 


‘ gnd were put to no immediate 


wse. Several of the larger hotels 


Pever entertained an overnight 
~ guest, others were never finished 


or furnished and 


still others 
Served only as improvised dance 
halls or social centers. 


All Had ’em 


Practically all of the important 
towns in Southern California out- 
side of Los Angeles have or have 
had some vestige of this period in 


- the form of a boom hotel. By far 


> 


structed and 


the largest of the hotels con- 
still standing in 
practically the same condition as 
when it was built, is at La Verne 
and will soon be destroyed to 
‘make room for the progress of 
the community. For years it has 
been the home of a Brethren col- 
‘Jege. 

The hotel company was incor- 
‘porated in June, 1887, during the 
period when la Verne was 
boomed under the name of Lords- 
burg, after I. W. Lord. During the 
winter a terrible windstorm blew 
all of the framework down and it 
bad to be erected again. Wind- 
storms of great intensity swept 


™ across the open spaces of San Ga- 


briel, San Bernardino and Pomo- 
ma valleys often in those days 
end ft was not unusual to have 
frame buildings blown down 
‘while they were in the course of 
tonstruction. 

’ ‘The bursting of the real estate 


“oom in 1888 slowed up the de 


velopment of Lordsburg. but in 
1889 the hotel and all unsold lots 
were sold to a colony of Dunkers. 


For sometime the hotel was al- 
lowed to stand unused and it is 
said it never had an overnight 
guest. In 1890 Southern Califor- 
nian had its offices in the build- 
ing and boastingly printed the 
following: “The largest, most 
elaborate and costly building oc- 


cupled as a printing office south 


of San Francisco in this State is 
that of Southern Californian at 
Lordsburg in this valley. The 
»building cost $90,000, it occupies 
an acre of ground, is four stories 
high and has 126 rooms. It is 
one of the most complete build- 
ings in this region, being fur- 
nished with plate glass windows, 
electric belis, a $1600 elevator, 
oak and cherry stairways, hard- 
wood floors, marble mantels, oak 
doors, bathrooms, wide hallways 
and wide piazzas.” 


Founded School 


Late in 1890 the Dunkers took 
over the entire building and es- 
tablished a denominationa! school 
which in its earlier days had a 
severe struggle for existence. 
School was opened in the build- 
ing in 1891. In 1912 the first col- 
lege courses were given and in 
1914 when the name Lordsburg 
was changed to La Verne upon 
the request of La Verne district 
citrus growers the college became 
known as La Verne College. 


The old hotel has served every 
purpose of the institution until 
the present day. Regal suites 
that were fit for a king or queen 
in 1888 haye been used as labora- 
tories, the original hctel office 
has been the office of a college 
president and other rooms have 
served as classrooms. 


This week will witness the 
passing of the old when La Verne 
College moves from its hothil 
building into a new $150,000 ad- 
ministration and classroom build. 
ing. The hotel will soon be de 
stroyed either by a wrecking crew 
or will be burned as a spectacu- 
lar feature for a Hollywood mo- 
tion picture firm. 

It is interesting that the uniqre 
history of the old La Verne build. 
ing has been duplicated in sever- 
al other instances. An old inn 
that still stands near San Dimas

It seemed so horribly passe never to have traveled by airplane. 
How could I possibly hope to become a “remarkable old lady” if 1 
had missed out on this important experience? 

So off I went, last Tuesday morning, to visit Salt Lake City. I felt 
quite heroic. In fact, I wrote myself a satisfying obituary notice be- 
fore I left. 1 knew exactly what I hoped the paper would say about 
me and there was a sporting chance that it would get in if it didn’t 
go and get crowded out. 


My first real tremor arose 
when the Western Air Mail man 
assured me it was just wonderful 
the way they rode those storms 
over. the mountains, and that 
this line held the record for ab- 
sence of mishaps. Then he men- 
tioned that it would be neces- 
sary for me to wear pants, be 
cause they simplified the adjuste 
ment of the parachutes! 

Right there I wished I was de- 
ficient In imagination. But, dash 
it all, if parachutes were fashion- 
able, I was going to try one. 

We arrived on the field at 7:10 
a.m. It was hard to feel properly heroic at dawn. But they intro- 
duced me right away to Capt. Maurice Graham, pilot, who inspires 
comfortable confidetice. Besides, I was pretty busy worrying how I 
looked in Cora’s hiking pants and hefty high boots, and sighing for 
the contents of the twenty-five-pound suitcase they allowed me, which 
contained suitable feminine garments for visiting the Mormon City in. 

They stuffed my ears with cotton, and padded them liberally as 
well under the little leather cap they lent me, which was equipped 
with goggles. It was designed for a fat head and mine is a pin-head. 
Then, when I couldn't hear a thing, I was led gently to the office 
and a pen was placed in my hand to sign what they call a “release.” 
It released them from paying more that $100 if the plane came down 
on its own temperamental initiative with sufficient force to insure me 
going up forever. I signed in a good firm hand—after glancing at 
Capt. Graham, who was smiling encouragingly. : 

I discovered there were three seats, one behind the other, with the 
pilot at the back. The other two are face to face in a little cock- 
pit, with the mail bags all packed at our feet. I was to sit in the 
midile with my back to the pilot, nicely poised on my parachute. 

The parachute is like a hard little cushion, equipped with nice 
strong webbing and heavy buckles. They buckled two slats round 
my legs over Cora’s pants, and draped the rest over my shoulders 
and clasped them around my waist. At the left side there is a ring. 
It is a very important ring. They explain that if the plane catches 
on fire or anything awkward happens, one must jump, make quite sure 
one is clear of the plane, and. * 
then pull that little ring! And 
oh, dear, | never have been able 
to place much confidence in a 
“little pull!” 

They wrapped me up in two 
vvercoats, pointed out the little 
canteen of -vater in case we got 
maroone” in the desert, and 
handed me a cute little box. I 
had a hard time hearing what 
the box was for. And I discov- 
ered it takes the place of the 
basin on board ship! 

But in spite of all that I 
was able to wave a cheery good- 
by as we slipped our moorings with a roar. We rushed down the field 
in a mighty cloud of dust but soon left the ground and were going 
up-up-up! 

For the first time in my life I had to sit perfectly still for hours, 
without saying a word. But there was’ compensation, for I did not 
have to listen to any either—the roar of the motor and propeller mo 
nopolized ail the noise possibilities. 

But I could hardly realize we were moving at all—although I knew 
the official rate was 100 miles an hour. The “ship” was far steadier 
than any ultra-ocean liner—and right here I testify I never for a mo- 
ment needed that horrid little box, or suffered the slightest hint of 
unromantic embarrassment. 

Presently the “ship” did a naughty little jerk. I peeped around to 
find the pilot grinning ahd holding out a little note. I grabbed it. It 
was the first of a joyous series, passed over every fifteen to twenty 
minutes. It told us we were now over Covina. The next said Pomo- 
na was beneath and Ontario ahead. The notes were always preceded 
by that naughty little jerk of the plane, which I came to wait for with 
enthusiastic interest. 

That pilot adores his route. And he has an eye for the beauttful.

the desert and to get as excited as we do on ships when we sight land. 
Huge lakes looked like little puddles, rivers looked like*tiny slithery 
trickles of shimmering light, railroads looked like little lines drawn

Ago Put Up 
Many of Our Landmarks 
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was until recently the home of 
the David and Margaret Home for 
Orphans. 

At Claremont a reconstructed 
hal] now occupying a prominent 
position on the Pomona College 
campus is ap old boom hotel 
which was built at Claremont be- 
fore a single house bad been 
erected in the proposed city in 
the shadow of Mount San Ap- 
tonio. The Claremont Hotel was 
built late in 1886 and was finished 
in 1887. About this time it was 
given to Pomona College and be 
came the home of the institution 
for several years. Recently « 
portion of the old building was 
moved and reconstructed into the 
present Pomona College adminis- 
tration building which is dedicat- 
ed to Mary Louisa Stedman Sum- 
ner, wife of Charles Burt Sumner, 
one of the original founders of 
Pomona College. 

During the same time that the 
Claremont and Lordsburg hotels 
were building others were con- 
structed in Upland, Pomona, and 
other valley towns. Ambitious 
land owners of Riverside project- 
ed the town of Auburndale on the 
banks of the Santa Ana River 
where the present Pomona-Coro- 
na road crosses the river. A ho- 
tel was raised on the property on 
the strength of.a rumor that the 
Pomona-Lake Elsinore railroad 
would be built. Several years 
after it was erected the hotel was 
wrecked and the material used in 
two houses in Corona owned by 
Leo Kroonen and D. W. Wauken- 
shaw. 

A small store now occupies 
part of one story of a fine two- 
story hotel erected at Rincon, 
now known as Prado, which is on 
the Corona-Anabeim road through 
Santa Ana canyon. 

A Sanatorium 

Of the hotels still standing one 
of the best preserved is the Loma 
Linda Hotel, now used as sana: 
torlum by the Seventh Day Ad- 
ventists.. Loma Linda Sanato- 
rium is on the road between Red- 
lands and San Bernardino and 
surmounts a knob hill that was a 
part of Mound City, another 
projected boom town. It has 
served the cause of human wel- 
fare for years. It is typical of 
the architectural type followed 
in the leading buildings of the 
"80's, and is well worth a visit as 
it is the home of one of the best- 
known sanatoriums in California. 


The windows of an old brick 
edifice are still boarded up at Al- 
esandro and few travelers on the 
road to San Jacinto realize that 
the antiquated ramshackle build 
ing was once a proud hostelry. 
The famous Palomares Hotel at 
Pomona was built in this time. It 
has since burned down and where 
it stood there now stands a beau- 
tiful Y.M.C.A. building. Another 
of the brick hotels was erected 
at Orange and others that were 
never completed were started in 
at least three other small Califor- 
nia towns. 

Corona had one of the finest 
hotels east of Los Angeles. The 
building was erected in 1888 and 
stood on one entire block facing 
the present Main street and was 
known as the South Riverside 
Hotel. It was built by a Sioux 
City (lowa) bank or by the pame 


of Garretson, who made a present 
of it to his father-in-law when the 
hotel failed to pay. The mort- 
gage was sold for the property 
by M. Burton, who moved the ho- 
tel back to the alley and sold the 
lots fronting on Main street. The 
chimney was damaged when it 
was moved and the building later 
burned to the ground. 

Most of the early hotela were 
of frame construction, although a 
few were built of brick. Frame 
was favored by contractors as it 
was cheaper and could be ‘used 
easier than brick. Few of the 
contractors were careful in their 


work and all kinds and gradeb of 
labor were employed. The cheap- 
est of materiale were used in 
practically every instance and tt 
ts admitted that in the Claremont 
hotel not a single spike was used 
im the three stories and tower. 
Only small nails held the building 
together. 
The methods of the realty 


salesman called for the construc- 
tion of a hotel with the sale of 


lots ob a townsite about it to cov - 


er the hotel investment. So many 
hotels were built during the boom 
period that it is said that carpen- 
tera were as scarce as trained 
railroad men on the new lines 
that had been built in Southern 
California. A carpenter who 
made the most meager claim to 
the membership in the profession 
received $4 and sometimes $5 
a day while immediately after the 
boom the best of labor could be 
secured for $2 or $2.50 a day.

Filter Takes Up 
Distortion of 
, Cone Speaker 


According to Les Taufenback, many 
owners of radio receiving sets have 
been using a cone speaker with vary- 
ing degrees of success. . The fault, 
however, has not been in the cone 
speaker, necessarily, but in the design 
of the receiver with which the speak- 
er was used. Receiver and speaker 
should not be considered as two sep- 
arate instruments that merely attach 
to each other. They should be con- 
sidered as necessary parts of a whole, 
each of which must be designed for 
use with the other. 

A receiver in order to operate a 
cone speaker satisfactorily, must be 
especially designed for its use, inas- 
much as overloading of detector or 
the last audio tubes will produce dis- 
tortion, which results in rattling and 
discordant noises in cone speaker 
This distortion is not noticeable when 


inasmuch as the horn reproduces only 
& narrow band of frequencies, leav- 
ing out the very low and the very 
high frequencies which are most eas- 
lly distorted by a receiver. The cone 
speaker, however, reproduces exactly 
what is passed on to it and for this 
reason produces bad distortion with 
@ receiver not especially designed for 


it. 

It is to eliminate the effect of this 
distortion in a cone speaker that the 
Stromberg-Carison No. 10 audio Alter 
has been designed. It allows the pas- 
sage of the intermediate frequencies 
and a few of the high ones, but does 
not allow the of those fre- 
quencies which are most easily dis- 
torted.

WORK NOT UNIFORM 


In several other States practically 
no use is made of the law, while in 
many excellent work is done in some 
localities and nothing im others. 

As early as 1906 the juvenile courts 
of some counties of California granted 
county ald to children in their own 
homes, and in 1911 the State began 
to reimburse these counties for such 
aid given. Im several other States 
some effort was made in different lo- 
calities to lend aid of a similar na- 
ture 


lt was not until 1911, however, that 
the first definite legal provision for 
ald to mothers of dependent chil- 
dren was passed. This was done al- 
most simultaneously in Missouri and 
in Illinois. The Missouri law. how- 
ever, applied at first only to Kansas 
City, and was promoted by a frater- 
nal organization, while the Illinois 
att was the first State-wide mothers’ 
ald law. 
SCOPE WIDENED 
The scope of eligibility to receive 
ald has widened since the first laws, 
which tended to restrict it to wid- 
ows. Some States grant aid to any 
mother with dependent children, 
while others permit aid to be granted 
to relatives who are caring for needy 
children. Six States render aid to’ 
expectant mothers, and Colorado e?ten 
goes so far as to give sid te fathers 
with dependeut children. 
While for the most part appropria- 
tions do not provide for what is 
termed an adequate amount in each 
case, what is being done is believed 
to be a step in the right direction, 
and there is much evidence that 
many children have benefited. Sur- 
veys have shown that many have 
been saved from placement in insti- 
tutions and others have been relieved 
of undue herdships at home. 
examples of what this 
home aid has meant are cited. There 
was the case of a woman whose hus- 
band died leaving her a small amount 
of insurance and five children to rear 
This woman had worked hard all of 
her life and was physically worn 
out. Despite this fact, she took work 
home from @ local factory, but was 
able to earn only about 90-cents « 
week by putting im all the time left 
caring for her famiiy. This did 
little to relieve the financial strain 
and at the end of a year her money

Cross-Continent Trip; Highway Open All Year

Your grandfather or, in some exceptional cases, you yourself may have 
been living in 1868 when the Union Pacific Railroad met the Central Pacifie

Two shrines, one of them known 
far and wide, the other scarcely heard 
of beyond the borders of the city, be- 
long to old Tucson, most Bncient of 
the cities of Arizona. The Missjon 
San Xavier del Bac, eight miles from 
the city of Tucson, is rightly called 
the most beautiful of all the mission 
structures of the Southwest. Founded 
by the Jesuits, under the leadership 
of Father Kino in 1692. San Xavier 
not only is much older than the 
Franciscan missions of California, 
but is of a different and more elabo- 
rate style of architecture But Tuc- 
son's other shrine is nothing more 
than a heap of rusty tin cans and 
a mound of blackened earth, yet those 
who know Tucson best de- 
clare that it is a spot scarcely less 
venerated by the Mexican pc tion 
of Tucson than the mission iteelf. 
Many years ago, it seems, thet «& 
pious and greatly respected citizen 
of the ancient pueblo of Tucson dis- 
appeared from his home, and search- 
ers at length found his lifeless body

TAMPICO (Mex.) Nov. 6.—-Mexican 
citrus fruit is barred from the Unit- 
ed States by quarantine, but all the 
other markets of the world are open 
to it, and the Mexican Department 
of Agriculture is encouraging efforts 
to make Mexico a real competitor tn 
the world market. For some time 
the fine citrus fruits grown on the 
West Coast have been shipped ‘n 
bond by rail through the United 
States to Canada, where they have 
met encouraging demand, while 
steamers sailing from Tampico have 
been taking them to England, Prance 
and Germany with some regularity. 
Now the Ward Line announces that 
it will carry 1000 boxes a week to 
Canada from this port in refrigera- 
tor com.partments, and if the experi- 
ment proves successful there can be 
no doubt that the Canadian market 
will be supplied with much more. 

In times past Mexican citrus fruits 
were not properly safeguarded against 
disease, except in individual cases, 
but the enterprise of a few scienti- 
fic growers on the east coast, and of 
the Southern. Pacific Railway~™ in 
opening up the Canadian market to 
West Coast growers has shown the na- 
tional Depar:ment of Agriculture and 
the growers generally what great pos- 
sibilities may follow proper care of 
orchards. 


QUALITY HIGH 
The fruit grown in Mexico is of 
wnexcelied fiavor and the growing 
conditions are ideal. With efficient 


/ culture and inspection, the Depart- 


ment of Agriculture believes there is 
no reason why every Europe-bound 
or Canada-bound ship sailing from 
either eastern or western ports should 
not carry Mexican citrus fruits. And 
the exportation of other fruits un- 
doubtedly will increase in propor- 
tion. Recently shipping bananas and 


ports, and it has been ted 
that, with proper culture, a m fin- 
er quality of fruit can be produced 
than the half-wild yarieties which 
heretofore have been ga*hered only 
for local markets and sold mainly by 
basket peddlers. It is believed also

The Possibilities in Market Gardening 


Things the Intending Grower, Easterner or “Native,” Should Know 
About Conditions Here—Home Demand Increasing in South- 
land—Our Climatic Advantages—Irrigation Versus Rainfall 


HAT are the possibilities for the mar 
ket gardener in Southern Califor- 
nia? 

This inquiry, appearing very frequently 
in my mail, indicates new interest on the 
part of experienced Eastern vegetable pro- 
ducers in our section. Many of these grow- 
ers, too, are coming out personally to study 
conditions here, 


Having been born on a market garden 
tract in Los Angeles county, and being still 
intimately in touch with conditions, I have 
always been enthusiastic over the industry 
here. And after an extended trip to EHast- 
ern vegetable growing centers this fall, 
our possibilities along this line seem doub- 
ly bright to me. 


The purpose of this article is to point 
out briefly some salient points in favor of 
this section for the experienced market gar- 
dener. The word “experienced” should be 
emphasized, however, for we have had too 
many of the dilettante type of settlers on 
our lands—folk who are not willing to dig 
in and do the real hard work necessary to 
win success in this activity. | 

THINGS TO CONSIDER 


Of course, the first question that is raised 
‘concerns the price of land. The prospect- 
ive Southern California market gardener 
generally “rares up,” so to speak, when we 
ket gardening. The average Eastern grow- 
dip into the subject of land costs for mar- 
er, however, looses sight of several very 
important factors. For instance, he fre- 
quently believes that Southern California is 
a new section, and that all lands outside 
corporate city limits are virgin soil, and of 
correspondingly low value. His idea is that 
we have abundant vegetable land, close in, 
for sale. And when we talk of $1000 per 
acre, it does not “set well.” 


’ Another factor that the eastern market 
gardener looking toward the West often 
overlooks is that market gardening here, as 
in the East, is generally conducted on a 
land rental basis close to the larger cities. 
The writer believes that under conditions 
known in Southern California, especially 
close to Los Angeles, market gardening is 
most economically practiced on rented land, 
since most of our good available lands are 
held im large tracts, or are subdivided for 
future sale. There are listed with the Agri- 
cultural Department of the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce many tracts of this 
nature, close-in lands with irrigation water 
available in sufficient amounts, especially 
sadapted to vegetable growing and which 
can be had at rentals of from $25 to $60 an 
acre a year on three or five-year leases. 

In discussing purchase prices or lease fig- 
ures, some eastern folk do not consider 
that our lands, from a _ production stand- 
point alone, are more valuable than those 
used for market gardening in the East. 
Here the industry is an all-year-round ac- 
tivity, with two and three crops the rule 
rather than the exception. 

The question of Japanese competition, 
too, is often raised. This factor was an im- 
portant consideration a few years ago, 
before the anti-alien land laws were passed 
and confirmed by the United States Su- 
preme Court. It is true that the Japanese 
still produce a large share of the market 
garden vegetables in and around Los Apn- 
geles, on land held through native-born Jap- 
anese, or working as hired hands. But the 
oft-repeated statement that an American 
grower cannot compete with the oriental 
no longer holds good. The experienced 
American grower who is willing to work,

and who can handle production problems 
in a large way, can produce just as cheap- 
ly as the oriental. And with the rapid ex- 
pansion of our local market, new growers 
are urgently needed. These cannot come 
from the ranks of the orientalis, for all that 
can legally farm are now engaged in that 
activity. 
MARKET IS GROWING 

Southern California is a rapidly-growing 

consuming center for produce. The popula- 


In Southern California, roots are handled 
but once in pulling and tying. Each root is 
pulled, the dried or yellowed leaves are 
stripped off, and when the proper number is 
secured, the workman ties the bunch with 
raffia, using a speedy method which origi- 
nated here. The bunches are crate! in the 
field, and hauled direct to market without 
washing.

tion of Los Angeles is now placed by relia. 
ble authority at 1,211,000, while that of the 
county ig estimated at 2,225,000. The total 
population of the Southland as a whole is 
2,500,000. From all indications our growth 
will be very rapid from now on, calling for 
even greater market garden activity. It is 
not the city of Los Angeles alone that 
draws heavy supplies; there are twenty-five 
cities of over 10,000 population within Los 
Angeles county that must be supplied. In 
other words, the market is here now, with 
the assurance of a more than normal 
growth to come. 


To further emphasize our possibilities, it 
would be well to draw a contrast between 
eastern methods of handling vegetables, 
and those in vogue here. This difference 
in methods has a decided bearing on the 
profitableness of the activity. 

In the East, with root crops, for instance, 
it is the common practice to pull the vege- 
tables and bunch them, either in the field 
or barn. Tying machines are becoming 
very popular, as they are great labor savers 
under eastern conditions. After the 
bunches are tied, the roots are washed care- 
fully before they are marketed. In dispos- 
ing of his produce, the eastern grower deals 
largely with the housewife who does her 
buying right on the market. The handling 
of the other types of vegetables, too, re 
quires much more detail and effort. Let- 
tuce, tomatoes, peppers, etc, are packed in 
baskets, of which there are but two or 
three sizes all containing less than any of 
the containers we use. 


glass greenhouses of the Southland. 


cleansed of the soil particles that cling to 
the root. After all, the housewife washes 
her vegetables. anyway when preparing 
them, so in cutting out the washing process 
and several handlings, growers are elimin- 
ating what Herbert Hoover likes to call an 
“economic waste.” It was no difficult to 
educate the housewife into choosing wun- 
washed vegetables, because all growers 
gave np ‘he practice simultaneously she 
couldn't help herself. In Southern Califor- 
nia, the grower does not geaeally sell di- 
rect to the housewife, for’ our housewives 
are seldom seen cn the markets. For the 
benefit of eastern folk wishing informa- 
tion alorg this lire. we wil say that the 
housewife here buys from the peddler’s 
wagon or the vegetable stand in the corner 
grocery store, dealers who, in turn buy 
from the grower or wholesaler on the mar 
ket. In contrast with the East where grow- 
ers generally put up their produce in bas- 
kets, the Southern California pack is made 
in large containers which are broken up 
for the housewife so that she can buy as 
she desires. Of course, baskets are broken 
up in some instances, but the cost of con- 
tainers is not so great to the grower when 
larger units are packed as they are in 
Southern California. 


It might be pointed out that the eastern 
grower has an advantage in eliminating to 
a degree the middleman, but our system al- 
so has its good points. The local gardener 
disposes of a larger valume of produce be- 
cause he generally sells on order from reg- 
ular customers; he does not spend too

large a proportion of his time on the mar- 
ket, and because of his lower cost of pre 
paring crops for market and all-year-’round 
activity, his annual net is larger. From a 
standpoint of labor involved, the Southern 
California gardener has the “edge,” be- 
cause of his method of handling and dispos- 
ing of his produce. 


Roadside marketing has not taken the 
same route of development here as in the 
East. We cannot say that this method of 
disposal is of direct benefit to the grower 
except that it will ultimately increase the 
consumption of produce. There are few 
farmer-owned roadside stands in Southern 
California. Generally the produce sold is 
purchased in city markets and hauled out 
to the boulevard stands. Of course, some 
local-grown produce is handled, but from 
vegetable growers'’s standpoint, a consid- 
eration of this outlet as a means of imme 
diate disposal is negligible at the present 
time. There is no reason, however, why 
some enterprising grower who has facill- 
ties for the production of a wide range of 
vegetable crops could not successfully dis- 
pose of a part of his produce in this man- 
There ‘are instances where berry 
growers have successfully operated stands. 
The tendency is, however, for the buyer to 
stop at stands which have the widest varie- 
ty of fruits and vegetables to choose from. 


OUR “GROWING WEATHER” 

To “get down to brass tacks” regarding 
our climate, and its bearing on the success 
ful market gardening, the information 
shown in the table on this page has been 
taken from the 1925 Year Book of the 
United States Department of Agriculture. 
The table is a comparison of the normal 
temperatures at several large vegetable pro- 
ducing centers of the United States by 
months. These, the department publica- 
tions says, are based on thirty years of ob 
servation. 

A study of this table giv es an idea of our 
seasonal range of climate, which permits 
the production here of hardy and semi-har- 
dy vegetables all the year ‘round. The ab- 
sence of extremes of both heat and cold is 
a decided advantage. 

As the experienced vegetable grower 
knows, most vegetables have a rather defi- 
nite maximum and minimum temperature 
range within which they will grow. Irriga- 
tion or rainfall bears an important relation- 
ship to temperature in determining the sea- 
son in which certain vegetables will do 
best. A study of the cold and heat resist- 
ance of vegetables, in connection with the 
above table, will give some surprising in- 
formation as to the versatility of our clim- 
ate for all-year-round activity. In addition 
to the factors considered, nearly every dis- 
trict of Southern Califernia has some spec- 
ial climate advantage, by reason of local 
geographical influence, for certain vegeta- 
bles at certain seasons. 

Other records of the Weather Bureau 
show that during the forty-eight years from 
1878 te 1925, there have been but seven 
years when we have had a killing frost be- 
fore July 15, and only in eight years has 
there been a killing frost after July 15. Dur 
ing these years, the latest killing frost of 
the spring has been on February 17, the oth- 
er six were in January. The earliest frost 
recorded during the fall in this period was 
on November 2. Of the eight recorded, five 
were in December. 

All intensive agriculture in Southern Call- 
fornia is on irrigated land. Any lands

As a rule, Mr. Edson hatches his own 
chickens, but this year he had to buy about 
400. These, he thinks, are not up to his 
standard, and he is culling them severely. 
All of the eggs he gathers are sold to 
large grocery concern of Pasadena, and he 
has never been obliged to seek any other 
market. The figs, plums, peaches and oth- 
er fruit from his orchard he sells to the 
same firm, and the surplus vegetables go 
the same way. He plants spring and fall 
crops of vegetables and has an almost con- 
tinuous harvest from the garden. 

Mr. Edson says he is able to do all the 
work on his place himself and does it ex- 
cept on “clean-up” days, when he hires 
help.

Farming Steadier 


WESTMORELAND.—While there are no 
big commercial chicken ranches in this im- 
mediate district, there are some large farm 
flocks on places where chickens have 
served to maintain the equilibrium some- 
times upset by more spectacular crops. The 
farm flocks, given excellent care, have re- 
turned constant profits. 

One west-side watermelon rancher toler- 
ated chickens half-heartedly, and kept -his 
records partly to fulfill a promise made to 
the county farm adviser From January 
to July this year his 260 White Leghorns 
brought him $425 in net profits. As a result 
he has 500 chicks in his brooder now, and

he has an order in for 500 more as soon as 
these are out. He has not given up water- 
melons, but he is adding poultry. 

Another rancher who had figures on the 
profits of his flock, gambled that amount on 
a perishable crop. Instead of bringing in 
the fabulous sum it has done at times, a 
market slump brought him a loss, and now 
he is inclined to regard his chickens as his 
sheet anchor. 

On a dairy near town a flock of chickens 
provides the family with all its food, and 
the fowls live on the waste products of the 
place. They cover the alfalfa fields after 
the cows do, destroy bugs, eat sour milk 
and rustie their grain rations from the milo 
tailings after harvest. Apparently the poul- 
try industry here is not going to replace 
anything, but will supplement everything. 

Plymouth Rocks, Rhode Island Reds and 
White Leghorns are favored most, and 
probably the latter are most numerous, 

The marketing of eggs is still in the ex- 
perimental stage. Those who market at 
random are not getting the profits which 
careful grading brings. On the ranch of 
John Cox, where from 1000 to 1500 chick- 
ens are maintained, the eggs are sold en- 
tirely to local restaurants at a premium 
based on their absolute freshness. On the 
Lemke ranch Barred Rock hatching eggs 
are sent to a Los Angeles hatchery and 
bring 15 cents above the case count price 
f. o. b.. Similar premiums are paid for the 
same grade of Rhode Island Red hatching 
eges. Local hatcheries absorb a larre num- 
ber of hatching eggs. 

The Spruce Hatchery near Westmoreland 
is operated by John Nielson. In addition 
to this branch of the business he keeps a 
large number of White Leghorns which he 
has culled carefully for a number of years. 
High production has been maintained and 
he does quite a business in selling day-old 
chicks. 

Trapnesting is not practiced here as yet, 
partly because of the summer heat. How- 
pa the heat appears to be no handicap 

to good laying, provided ample shade is pro- 
vided. Some of the poultrymen contend 
that the heat is an asset, and say that 
while production falls off in the summer, 
there is an earlier moult in the fall and a 
heavier production when eggs are highest. 
Local poultry raisers say that natural chade 
is better than artificial, and regard athel. 
pomegranate, mulberry and fig trees as ex- 
cellent for the purpose. 

Green feed is no problem in this alfalfa 
country. Bermuda is plentiful and easily 
grown, and when tender is appreciated by 
the hens. Sometimes Bermuda land is 
disked in the fall and sown to barley which 
provides greens for the chickens until the 
Bermuda is up again. 

With the mild climate, absence of rain 
and fog and cheap feed, it is probable that 
commercial poultry raising will come to 
Westmoreland in the near future. 


The State College of Agriculture will hold 
a short course in deciduous fruit and grape 
culture from November 20 to December 4 
on the University Farm at Davis. Nineteen 
men recognized as authorities in deciduous 
fruit and grape production are included on 
the staff of lecturers. The seventh annual 
fruit show of the college will be held at 
Berkeley, November 15 to 19,

They Yield a Point 


HE authorities at Berkeley are obvious- 

ly as reluctant as ever about conced- 
ine anything to the work of the University 
of California in this end of the State, but 
they have just gone on record with a state- 
ment that would seem to indicate a weak- 
ening in their long and determined stand 
against a separate college of agriculture 
for the Southland. It is true that they op- 
pose, as formerly, the establishment of any 
such institution, and that they use the same 
old ‘armedover arguments against the 


plan; but they admit in so many words, 
that “changed conditions in the future” 
might sometime warrant an agricultural 


school here and express a willingness that 
the south (at its own expense, of course,) 
should set aside “not less than 160 acres of 
land suitable for agriculture contiguous to 
the main campus of the new Southern 
Branch site at Westwood.” That might 
not seem like such a magnificent conces- 
sion, but anyone who really understands 
the Berkeley mind and who knows what a 
struggle it has been for Southern Califor- 
mia to get anything at all at the hands of 
the univirsity Regents will readily recog- 
nize it as such. 

It is to be regretted that the university 
powers couldn't have found it in them to 
yield gracefully on this point of providing 
for an institution for which there is such a 
need. It would have made everybody feel 
better all around had they been less grudg- 
fing in their manner of backing down. They 
had to recite the same “arguments” about 
one agricultural college in a State being 
enough, about the falling away in attend- 
ance of agricultural schools in some States 
and about one superior college being bet- 
ter than two mediocre schools. It all re 
minds one of the “arguments” put. out by 
Berkeley a few years ago when the estab- 
lishment of university work in the South- 
land came up. We were told our “Branch” 
wasn't needed, that it would merely be cut- 
ting in on the work at Berkeley, that it 
would never have enough attendance to jus- 
tify its existence. We argued that it was a 
distinct economic loss for us to be com- 
elied to send our students five hundred

home te get « university 
education, but ft took no end of effort be- 
fore we were allowed to so much ae wee the 
existing State Norma! School bulidings ta 
Los Angeles for university instruction and 
we had to literally buy and thrust a site 
upon the Regents before they could be per- 
suaded to take our need for a new plant at 
all seriously. Now we know; «and they un- 
doubtedly are beginning to realize, that, gly 
en the facilities, our university here wl tn 
time equal in size and scope of activity the 
parent institution at Berkeley. The attend- 
ance of our Branch is slready such as to 
rank it among the large schools of the coun- 
ty and there is an ever-arowing waiting list 
that can not be accommodated until build- 
ings on the new site are ready for use. And 
the university at Berkeley hasn't suffered 
in the least and won't suffer. It is begin- 
ning to be apparent to all but the blind who 
will not see (up around the Bay region) 
that California is perfectly capable of sup 
porting two of the greatest universities of 
the world. 


The thing that the Regenfs apparently 
will not see, or at least will not admit, ts 
that the situation in California in an agri- 
cultural sense differs from that in any other 
State in the Union, California has the ag- 
riculture of a continent. The difference be- 
tween farming in its northern half and in 
its southern half is ag the difference be- 
tween farming in Pennsylvania and in Flor- 
ida. Our north and our south do not now 
grow the same major crops as a general 
rule and their agricultural destinies are 
quite obviously to be along increasingly di- 
vergent lines. It seems silly that the 
south should even have to call these things 
to mind—they are so apparent on the face 
of them. The idea of mere centralization 
in a State a thousand miles long has as 
little point with respect to agricultural] in- 
struction as with general university work. 
An agricultural college in the south would 
be far more acessible to our own students 
seeking any kind of agricultural instruction 
even as our university is handier to those 
seeking university careers. And a college 
in the south could offer instruction in the 
special fields of agriculture which appertain 
to the south alone—it could (and it will) 
become the fountain head of study and in- 
vestigation along all lines of subtropical ag- 
riculture. No instruction at Berkeley or in 
the Sacramento Valley can provide (for 
such a vital work. Let's get down to busi- 
ness on this thing! The Regents’ will 
come through.” grudgingly and with little 
growls of disapproval of course, but they 
‘will help. And the writer of these observa- 
tions is willing to go on record with a pre 
diction: The time will come when those 
same Regents will be pointing to both our 
university of the south and our college of 
agriculture as great accomplishments made 
possible by their help.

FALL TRUCK MOVES 

WESTMORELAND.—The local yield of 
fall-crown cucumbers is excellent this sea- 
son, and the quantity that may be pro 
duced seems to depend only on the demand 
and the price. This year both seem to be 
satisfactory to the growers. Fall-crown as- 
paragus has proved quite successful, both 
from a standpoint of yield and of prices. 
There are few districts where asparagus 
can be cut profitably in the fall. Cutting 
asparagus in the fall here apparently does 
not injure the spring crop in the least. The 
fall cuttings continue up until Thanksgiving. 


HOW TO BEAT FROST 


RIVERSIDE.—Warren R. Schoonover, ex- 
tension specialist in citriculture, University 
of California, says: “The first essential to 
efficient orchard heating is to have ade 
quate equipment. This will mean from for- 
ty to sixty large-capacity oi) heaters per 
acre, or from eighty to 100 solid-fuel or 
small of] heaters. With this equipment one 
can be sure of maintaining satisfactory 
temperatures without running the heaters 
too fast and without burning the reserve 
fuel supplies in the field below the danger 
point. Successful orchard heating, in the 
main, depends upon being able to keep a 
large number of small fires per acre burn- 
ing during the whole period of low tempera- 
ture.” 


MEETINGS ANNOUNCED

The crop for the 
coming year, according to reports from va- 
rious parts of the district, promises to be 
almost as large.

As with all types of onions, it is considered 
best to clip the tops and roots. Usually the 
young plants are set on the shoulders of 
broad ridges or borders. This gives a dou- 
ble row about eight inches apart on each 
border, with the onions from four to six 
inches apart in the rows. Irrigation prac- 
tices are primarily the same as for other 
onions, but it is imperative to withhold the 
water after the first indications of maturity 
are evident. Cultural practices are summed 
up in weeding and hoeing as often as neces- 
sary to keep the soil in good condition. 


One or two of the large growers have 
done away with transplanting, and are seed- 
ing the onions in the field where they are 
to grow. The Santa Nino Farms in the 
Santa Cruz Valley practiced this system 
during the past year with good reeults. The 
seed was sown direct on the shoulders of 
the ridges with a drill, from ten to sixteen 
pounds of seed to the acre beng used. For 
the upper Mn ig this planting was done 
early ip Mare 

Harvesting is not dome until the onions 
hive reached full maturity, when the topes 
have died down to the bulbs. If harvested 
earlier, there is a tendency to neck-rot and 
sprouting in storage. The bulbs are cured 
in sheds with open sides. They are very 
susceptible to sunburn. From a week to 
ten days is generally sufficient to insure 
proper curing. 

Packing is done usually tn the octagonal- 
ended crates used by Spanish exporters, in 
order to properly meet competition. Three 
crate-sizes are in use, holding 32, 50 and 72 
onions to the crate. The crates, filled, 
weigh approximately thirty-five pounds net. 
Second-grade onions are generally marketed 
in sacks or locally in bulk. 

Marketing has been the bugbear of the 
growers from the start. The distance be- 
tween growing districts and uneven grad- 
ing have made proper marketing difficult. 
A central marketing organization has 
seemed almost impossible, so the growers 
hare been forced to deal through brokers. 

The Santa Nilo Farm has been the largest 
producer this season and is probably the 
best equipped to handle, cure, pack and siiip 
the crop. It has sixty-four measured acres 
this year which produced a crop averaging 
35,000 pounds per acre. The largest crop re- 
ported so far in Arizona was 70,000 pounds 
from a measured acre. The Utah Expert- 
ment Station reports one of over 100,000 
pounds to the acre. . 

The Santa Nino Farm has built a packing 
shed, 28x82 feet, that will cure eight car- 
loads of onions every eight days. However, 
the crop is so large this year that it has 
been curing the bulbs for but three or four 
days and shipping them East for immediate 
consumption. The grading on this place is 
very strict and only well-shaped onions of 
the best quality are crated. Seconds are put 
out in sacks, and the third-grade onions are 
returned to the field and plowed under. This 
grading has brought the management good 
prices and some cars have sold at a pre 
mium over the imported Spanish onions. 

Unquestionably the Spanish Sweet onion 
has come to Arizona to stay, as one of the 
leading commercial truck and the 
acreage grown will be limited only by the 
market. From all indications, the acreage 
mext season will be almost double that of 
this year. It is hoped that this volume of 
onions will interest marketing organizations 
so that better handling facilities will be de- 
veloped. The cost of proper housing cannot 
be financed by the smal! grower since the 
yield from only a few acres is so large. If 
houses for curing, packing and storing are 
provided, the crop will be almost unlimited.

This institution's excel- 
lent herd of twenty Holstein-Friesian cows 
has, during the twelve months of the cow 
testing year, recently closed, produced an 
average of 558.8 pounds of butter fat and 
15,539 pounds of milk per cow, a truly re 
markable performance for a herd of its size. 
Only one cow in the herd failed to make 
400 pounds or more of fat during the year, 
the highest animal in the herd making 
736.6 pounds of fat, and the five highest av- 
eraging 672.1 pounds, which latter record 
was also the highest in the association year 
for five cows in pure-bted herds of thirty 
cows or less.

Grows Geraniums for 
the Trade 


GLENDORA.—K. G. Schultze has one of 
the few geranium farms in the United 
States—eight and one-half acres devoted to 
the growing of this flower so admired else- 
where for its bright blossoms and so com- 
mon in Southern California. He ships ap 
proximately 2,000,000 plants a year to the 
large markets of the East, and has custom- 
ers among dealers in the large Canadian 
cities as well as in Hawaii and Mexico. His 
orders are booked a year in advance of de- 
livery. 

Mr. Schultze is a member of the Ameri- 
can Society of Florists and has spent years 
in collecting and hybridizing his stock. He 
now has sixty-five different kinds of geran- 
jums, and from his experiments in plant 
production he expects to put a new and 
handsome flower on the market soon. 

The geranium, he says, is a native of 
North Africa, South America and other trop- 
ical countries. New varieties are secured 
by mixing the pollen of the parent plants 
and planting the seed from the ones thus 
obtained. A néew variety does not come in. 
to bloom for two years and two years more 
are required before it is certain that the 
flower will retain ite shape and color.

May Try Gas for Pump 
Power Source 


WASCO.—Farmers in the northern part 
of Kern county are investigating the feasi- 
bility of using gas to operate their pumping 
plants. It'is proposed to secure the gas 
from the ofl wells west of Wasco if enough 
can be secured of sufficiently good quality. 
It is also considered possible to pipe gas 
from the Elk Hills. The districts of Wasco, 
Shafter, McFarland, Delano, Pond, Rio 
Bravo and Rosedale are interested in the 
subject. 

The present plan is to have these dis- 
tricts form a utility district, bond the land 
for the amount of money needed and pay off 
the bonds by the sale of the gas. This wag 
proposed first at a meeting of the Wasco 
Farm Center called to consider the feasibil- 
ity of utilizing gas from near-by wells as a 
substitute for electric power. At a succeed- 
ing meeting a committee was appointed to 
investigate the matter thoroughly 


HANFORD.—FEarly in November the long 
fruit season closed in Kings county. It op 
ened in May and ran fr fully six months. 
This is regarded as one of the best fruit 
years in the hiatory of the central San Joa- 
quin Valley. Apricots produced a fair crop 
at high prices, and both the peach crop 
and peach prices were good. 


Tt has been a favorable grape year. For 
several seasons the bulk of the grapes has 
been shipped east for table and juice uses. 
Last year only about one-fourth of the crop 
went into the drying trays and 3200 car- 
loads of fresh grapes were shipped or sold 
to canneries. This year the crop was heav- 
ier than that of 1925, for the car shipments 
of fresh grapes were greater than during 
the previous year and 1500 tons of raisins 
were produced in the county, as compared 
with 300 tons in 1925. 

The fresh grapes met a good demand in 
the East, through nearly all the long ship- 
ping season which began about September 
1. A slump in prices came early in Septem- 
ber, but the market recovered in a short 
time. As prices advanced, some buyers in 
the field purchased all the fresh grapes on 
hand and on October 25 a heavy movement 
of second-crop grapes began. This has nev- 
er been done before. The harvest weather 
has been sunny and dry, save for a small 
rain on October 20, which did no damage 
and was followed by clear weather. The 
raisin harvest was completed without loss 
through untoward weather also. 

Growers say they can make money on 
fresh Muscat grapes at $22 a ton, and near- 
ly the entire crop sold at figures higher 
than that. Raisins have been sold at from 
4 1-2 to 5 1-2 cents a pound, and there is a 
good profit at those figures.

Turn out on 
floured board, roll to half an inch thickness or less, place on greased tina, sprinkle with 
sugar and bake in a hot oven (375 degrees) for 10 to 15 minutes. Caraway seeds may be 
used in place of anise if preferred, or seeds may be 
omitted and spices added to taste.

What are knock-knees? Nothing more 
nor less than insufficient muscle tissue to 
cover the bony proturberances at the knees. 
The tibia and fibula bones, together with the 
patella (knee-cap,) do not have a sufficient 
layer of fat, tendon and muscle to make the 
joint symmetrical, round and smooth. 


The owner of knock-knees has a choice of 
two courses: The first and perhaps the 
easiest way is to go to a surgeon and have 
him operate. The surgeon will remove por- 
tions of the one. Sometimes mending will 
take place quite easily, but often the joints 
stiffen, inflammation sets in and the muscles 
are no longer able to function properly. The

Care of the Child 
Nephritis 

A glance at our statistical tables reveals 
a disease which plays considerable part in 
our child mortality rates.

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THE MORMON EMPIRE 


ATELY, when I had a loan from God and was on 

my way to the old blue hills of home im Penn's 
Woods where I was born, I spent a few handfuls of my 
golden store of time in Utah. 

It is a place where I had often longed tu be—the great 
Mormon Empire, the vast beauty of which, with its 
thrilling story, had lured and fascinated me this long 
time since. 

I thave already related in the Synagogue, as best I 
could—yet feeling so very futile about it—the wonders 


of Zion with its stupendous temples and gleaming 
domes; and I have told the strange tale of the Red 


City that Bryce, the Scot, found on 4 wandering day in - 


a great gash of the Wasatch Hills. But, all that is on- 
ly a little of the far-flung wonderland of Utah. And 
now, at last, I have crossed its domain from end to end, 
and am left awed in the overwhelming realization 
what it means to be an American. 


For, this is what you must realize when you cross 
the continent—that it is a tremendous thing to be .an 
American. When one’s mind grasps the fact that Utah, 
alone and by itself, is a greater country in every way 
than all Europe put together, and yet that it is only a 
small part of our America, after all, then the very 
stars on the flag take on a brighter glory and its crim- 
son stripes a deeper flame. : 

Utah that stands at the back door of California, less 
than twenty-four hours away by train or auto. Its in- 
calculable wealth within easy reach of our hands, and 


‘its indescribable beauty under our very eyes. And, be 


yond it, stretching limitiessly to the Atlantic, the sweep 
of the continent. All of it American, and all of it ours. 


Wherefore. is it not meet and just that we stand 
bowed before the Throne of the Lord God of the Ages 
in reverent mind with grateful hearts? 


As I traversed Utah, my first thought was of the 
pioneers. I could not get my mind away from them and 
all that they had endured to reach a Promised Land. It 
is dificult to find its parallel in human history—an 
exodus before which that of Israel, itself, would seem 
to pale into insignificance. 


There was a writing man, the latchets of whose 
shoes I could never hope to be worthy to have loosed, 
who has put this thing into wondrously eloquent words. 
I read them on a creaking caravan—words written 
long ago by the late Judge Goodwin, sometime editor 
of the Salt Lake Tribume—and that ran thus: 


“The exodus to Utah was not like any other record- 
ed in history. The exodus to Italy was to a land of sun- 
shine, native fruits and flowers: the march of Xenvw- 
phon's immortal band was a march of fighting men 
back to their homes; the exodus of the Pilgrims was 
to a new world of unmeasured possibilities; but the ex- 
odus to-Utah was a march out of despaif to a destina- 
tion on the unresponsive breast of the desert. The 
Utah pioneers had been tossed out of civilization into 
the wilderness, and on the outer gate of that civiliza- 
tion a flaming sword of hate had been placed which 
turmed every way against them. 

“All ties of the past had been sundered. They were 
80 poor that their utmost hope was to secure the 
merest necessities of life. If ever a dream of anything 
like comfort or luxuries came to them, they made a 


grave in their hearts for that dream and buried it that — 


it might not longer vex them.” 


This is what Goodwin sald of the Mormon pioneers, 
and no one will ever say it with a more exquisitely 
poignant touch. 


And now, three-quarters of a century after, I saw 
their green farms on the banks of shining rivers, their 
villages among the trees that their strong hands plant- 
ed; and | walked the thronged streets of Salt Lake City, 
the stately capital of the empire that rose from their 
faith out of desert sands. 


They that made graves in their hearts to bury dreams 
of comfort and luxury “that it might not longer vex 
them,” lived on to meet the resurrection of those 
dreams among smiling fields and flower-flamed gardens 
im the desolation of a wilderness that they made to 
blossom as the rose. ~ 


I am not any too well informed as to just what exact- 
ly the religious creed of the Mormon church is—that 
church which once wholly dominated Utah, to a great 
extent dominates it still. It is something with which I 
am not concerned. It is a matter for their own con- 
sciences, solely. But, I do know that the Mormon pio- 
neers in Utah were possessed of a tremendous faith. 


There is a sculptured record of that faith erected 
from enduring stone and bronze in the beautiful gar- 
dens of the Tabernacle in Salt Lake City—the exqui- 
site monument of the sea gulls. 

There is no more wonderful story of human faith 
than this which is told by the monenpent of the sea 
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gulls. It was in the year 1848 that the pioneers planted 
their first crop of grain in the valley of the Great 
Salt Lake, upon reaching the “Promised Land” after the 
untold hardships of the exodus from civilization. Thé 
very lives of the settlers depended on the harvest. And 
the seed that was sown in hope grew and flourished 
until it was at last ready for the scythe. 


Then, one day, the skies were darkened with endless 
swarms of marauding crickets that swooped down’ on 
the fields, destroying every growing green thing that 
they touched. The settlers fought them with the 
strength of despair, but all in vain. Nothing that hu- 
man power could do was able to beat back the black 
hordes Of the destroyers. And so, not knowing where 
else to turn, the people fell upon their knees amid the 
vanishing harvest, and sent up from their weary hearts 
supplications to God. 

Immediately, then, came swift answer to their pray- 
ers. Looking up, they beheld legions of white-winged 
gulls, swifter than the winds that bore them, flying 
from the Great Salt Lake, the sky vibrant with their 
rescuing cries. They werg the fowled Bluchers come 
to Waterloo. Down. upon the crickets the white gulls 
fell, devouring them even as they had devoured the al- 
most ripened grain. And so the crop on which life de- 
pended was saved. 

The base of the monument is made eloquent with 
scenes in bronze that go to make up the story. But the 
feature of it all that impressed me most was the scuilp- 
tured legend, the words of which tell that the sea gull 
monument was “erected in grateful remembrance of 
the mercy of God to the Mormon pioneers.” 

After this, the Mormon church was assuredly “on 
its way.” And it had left its martyrs not only with 
the grave of its prophet, but in the lonely silences of 
the hard road it travelled to its Canaan. 


Whatever your religious convictions may be, or if it 


- be that you have none, you must still, in all hcnesty, 


feel a profound admiration for the Mormon people aft- 
er you have come to know their story. 


Stand now in the green valley of Sah Lake, clustered 
with trees, and then realize that when Brigham Young's 
pioneers reached the spot there was but one lone 
scraggy tree in that vast desolation to greet their 
eyes. Of what heroic stuff they must have been made 
not to have been disheartened as they gazed upon that 
inhospitable scene! How perfect myst have been their 
faith as they accepted without a murmur the dictum 
of their leader when he said “This is the place.” 


The Promised Land of Israel was a land of corn 
and wine; it fowed with milk and was sweet with hon- 
ey. It was a land in which a man’s belly would re 
joice. But, to greet the weary hearts, the tired eyes 
and the aching bodies of the Mormons was this vast 
desolation. And yet, they accepted it, even gladly. 
They lighted their camp fires upon the arid wastes 
and lifted up their voices in wild, grateful hymns of 
praise to God amid the unwelcoming and inhospitable 
hills. 


Things are changing in Utah, as everywhere else, 
and the Mormon is losing control. It is history repeat- 
ing itself. Massachusetts is no longer Puritan, Virginia 
no longer Cavalier, California no longer Franciscan. 
One man blazes a trail that another man may trudge 
it. 

The Mormons, however, were never very strong numer- 
ically. And although their numbers have increased and 


not lessened, there are not yet more than 500,000 of 
them in the whole world, the bulk being in Utah. They 
have today 2000 missionaries at work here and abroad, 
but the growth is slow. They still constitute 70 per cent 
of Utah's population, but only 40 per cent of the popula- 
tion of Salt Lake City, which is at once the capital of 
the State and of the Mormon Empire.

never be able to obliterate wholly the footprints that 
they left in the sands. Utah is destined to see great 
days—«reat days of boundless riches and civic glory, 
yet it will not and cannot forget the deathless clory of 
its pioneers—-they who drove the stakes of the Com- 
monwealth and reared the rafters of the State. And, 
tm those days that are to be there will doubtless be 
some carping critic to find fault and belittle them, and 
to laugh, ribaiding, above the craves of

As for me, who am as far away from the Mormons in 
their religious beliefs and practices as a man can be.

cel of the other enfeebling processes of ad- 
vanced age. The crystalline lens becomes 
hard. The ciliary muscles by means of 
which the lens is thickened or made thinner 
become less and less flexible. The external 
muscles of the eye through whieh the eye 
rotates in the various directions become 
correspondingly more inert. 


This is the local picture. 


The whole process is a sequence, as 4 
rule, to the long years in which the eye re- 
ceived little or no careful consideration. 


As a rule, we abuse the eye in almost ev- 
ery conceivable manner. We read too much 
fine print. We wear glasses that do not fit 
We overload the stomach and consequently 
give the eye poor nutrition. We use the 
night hours when Nature intended us to use 
daylight. We strain the delicate, sensitive 
structures in a multitude of other ways. 


The surprising thing to me is how they 
are able to keep up their efficiency even as 
they do—this, notwithstanding that by the 
time the age of sixty has been reached, ful- 
ly 95 per cent of all persons are cor.pelled 
to wear glasses. 

Where one has become habituated to spec- 
tacles, careful attention should be paid pe 
riodically to this item. 

Where an examination of the eye was 
quite satisfactory once every four or five 
years during youth, it is now imperative that 
the glasses be made to fit at least once ev- 
ery six months to a year. 

The damage that is done by poorly fitting 
glasses is inestimable. 

Not only does old age carry with it the 
impairment of the special senses, but un- 
fortunately it exacts its toll of pains and 
aches, distress and discomfort more than 
at any other time of life. 

It is seldom, indeed, that we find the eld- 
erly man or woman free from what is popu- 
larly called rheumatism, or neuralgia, or 
arthritis, or chronic headaches, or back- 
ache, or similar ailments. 


The twipges and darts of pain often make © 


life miserable, indeed. 

As a rule, most of these ailments are in- 
directly bound up with other questions of 
the general health and elimination. 

As concerns their treatment, however, sev- 
eral things might be said. 

The use of the pain depressant drugs is 
ill-advised. The lotions, ointments, lini- 
ments and salves which are used to allay 
pain im reality accentuate the conditions 
they are intended to counteract. 

Every liniment applied to stop pain real- 
ly irritates the nerves of pain still more. 
There is not one that has ever been known 
to cure the conditions responsible for the 
common pains of rheumatism and neuralgia. 

It should be brought to the consciousness 
of those who are suffering that in almost 
every case the only objective behind the 
sale of these nostrums is the financial gain 
to the seller. It would be far better for the 
average sufferer to make free use of the ex- 
ternal physical agents of heat and water 
instead of drugs. 

The twinges of rheumatism could be 
treated with far better results by the fre 
quent application of hot-water compresses,

None of these measures is fraught with 
danger nor do they carry the reaction of 
drugs. 

The infirmities of age, slow and insidious 
in coming, inevitably expected by many and 
treated foolishly by still more, need not 
be viewed with the dire concern with which 
they are at present treated. 


Surgery in Tuberculosis 
Los Angeles, Cal. 
Dear Dr. Lovell: 

Your talk last Thursday evening on tu- 
berculosis was most edifying. 

As you announced your purpose to con- 
tinue the subject next Thursday evening, I 
would very much like to hear you say some- 
thing about the new surgical treatment of 
advanced cases of this dread disease which 
is reported to be very successful in a large 
percentage of cases operated upon. 

A READER. 

There is no “new” surgical treatment of 
advanced cases of tuberculosis. 

This surgery has been known for at least 
the past three decades. In essence, it con- 
sists of puncturing the chest and collapsing 
the lung. 

There are some modifications of it. Some 
of its advocates would recommend the in- 


‘jection of the lung with distilled, sterile 


water. Others fill the lung with hydrogen 
gas. Still others recommend certain cheml- 
cal 
They all follow the same procedure, how- 
ever—namely, the collapse of the lung. 
What is the theory behind this extremely 


yadical procedure? 


Somehow or other, there has sprung up 
in the medical world the assumption that 
breathing or any other normal lung activity 
would serve to diffuse the germs to unaf- 
fected areas of the lung or to other parts 
of the body. 

It is because of this presumption that the 
rest cure is so popular. The patient is 
warned that any form of activity will spread 
the germs to other areas. 

Following this hypothesis still further, 
some of its advocates recommend the com- 
plete immobilization or paralysis of the 
lung. 

They say that if the lung is entirely in- 
active, the spots will not spread. 

Every indorser of a ne wmethod will 
usually product profound arguments in its 
behalf. His figures will usually incline to 
his own benefit. His discovery will gener- 
ally be “startling and illuminating.” 

I know of no reputable text book which 
recommends “pneumothorax” or “hydro- 
thorax,” as it is commonly called. 

To my mind, it is an exceedingly danger- 
ous operation, in no sense fulfilling its in- 
tended purpose—unnatural and nothing 
more than a futile medical experiment. 

If I had tuberculosis, with my present 
knowledge, I know that I most emphatically 
would not resort to such a means.

If you will be- 
lieve me, not a single prospective employer 
asks for “refined help” in the domestic 
realms. I was shocked to discover that 
even “gentleman desires housekeeper for 
motheriess home” did not mention a thing 
about refinement, but even crudely added, 
“one willing to do all the housework and 
some laundry—no others need apply.” That 
chap was obviously no gentleman. 

Ah, but there is another column. Some- 
body wants refinement. “Snappy refined 
young woman as real estate salesman. LiIb- 
eral commission. Own car an advantage.” 
And “Refined woman wanted as partner in 
photographic studio. Big profits. Invest- 
ment of $1000 required.” 

Then there is house-to-house Canvassing— 
half a dozen advertisements specify that 


they need refined young womn for this job 


and if they are refined enough they may pur- 
chase thelr own supplies at wholesale 


prices. 

Any number of firms are willing to permit 
refined women to puf'a little capital in their 
businesses, with promises of profits to come 
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there, and you may 
know it. If you hire me you must take my 
refinement along with me.” 

Reading over some of those advertise- 
ments again, one begins to realize that re- 
finement can be a good deal of a responsti- 
bility. It must limit one’s scope so disas- 
trously. There are all sorts of well-paid 
jobs going that one would not dream of of- 
fering to a refined person.

around to distress one's sensibilities.

PRING house-cleaning time had come, at 

which stressful periéd it is my duty to 
co into the storeroom and secretly burn or 
give away. those various articles which my 
family, which is largely masculine, is al- 
ways saving against some future need—odd 
boots, for a one-legged mendicant presum- 
ably, old caps, pictures with the glass 
broken, expired railway-schedules, 
broken fishing-rods— 

Broken fishing-rods! I sat on a 
storeroom chair with a broken 
rod in my hands, and I recalled a 
number of things—such as clear 
mountain-streams and pine trees 
and wriggling trout, which, later, 
were to change to sizzling trout.. 

And then I got the agent's photo- 
raph of a house on the New En- 
gland coast, a large house with I! 
forget how master’s bed- 
rooms, and a billiard room in one 
wing, and a golf-links in the back 
yard. 

The more I looked at the pic * 
ture of the house, the more civi- 
lized it seemed to me—the more 
dress -every-evening-for-dinner, 
the more play-bridge-on-the-verapn- 
da-every-afternoon. And suddenly 
I knew I couldn't bear it. I would 
have to get into the wilderness 
again. 

Loud whoops of joy met my de- 
cision that evening at the dinner- 
table, @nd by midnight the order- 
ly shelves of the storeroom re- 
sembled those of a rummage sale 
after a highly successful day. But 
it is well to say here that my idea 
had been accepted with a reserva- 
ton. The work, according to the 
council, had tired me. . 

Therefore, | was not immedi- 
¢tely to mount some patient anit * 
mal and. fishing-rod and rain- 
coat on the cantle of my saddle, 
and pack-train with food and 
tents behind, lead my little pro- 
cession to divers sunny western 
peaks, trout streams, mosquitoes, 
trails and sloughs that I wot of. I 
was first to go to “the ranch.” 

The West is full of ranches, but 
to us there is just “the ranch.” 
It is mot our ranch, save by right 
of affection and that modest sum 
which places it at our disposal— ' 
horses, corral, trout stream, 
mountains, canyons, and cow- 
punchers—-for such periods as we 
choose. It is, indeed, for the 
truth must out eventually, what 
is locally known as a “dude” 
ranch.” 

Its name does not mean that it 
is run in a dudish manner, this particular 
one being indeed owned and managed by a 
group of sun-browned gentlemen who are of 
the old quick-shooting, ride-all-day-and-any- 
horse variety—gentlemen to whom a rope is 
to hang things with and to catch horses, 
rather than for wash day purposes. « 

A dude ranch“is one which, during nine 
months of the year, raises alfalfa, horses, 
cows, punchers, wranglers, and prices for 
teef ot the hoof. And for three months 
of that time takes eastern livers and east- 
ern nerves, at so much per liver or nerve, 
and, by putting their possessors in the sad- 
dle, so distracts their attention to other 
~parts of their bodies that they almest at 
once forget the aforesaid L. and N. 


To the Northwestern cowman, anything 
from east of the river is a dude. He is, 
however, not a dude on his own side of the 
bank. It is when he is transplanted that 
he becomes one. The dude, then is a man 
temporarily without a country, and known 
by the following hall-marks: 

He wears full-cut riding-breeches. 

He smokes machine-made cigarettes. 

He calls the men of the outfit “cowboys.” 

He makes invidious comments about west- 
ern saddles.

He believes—correctly—that all range 
horses will buck sometime or other. 


He paid eighty-six dollars for his trout- 
reel. 

He rises in the saddle to the trot. 

Probably no one of his markings renders 
him so liable to scorn and contempt as this 
last one. The western man does not rise. 
He sits tight, and I would personally give a 
fair amount to know how he does it. 


I have two outdoor faults. T lift my head 
at golf and my body on a western horse. 
For the head-lifting, I am considering an 
appliance of which one end is tied to the 
belt and the other gripped firmly in the 
teeth, but for the rising to the trot, I have 
no hope whatever. 

I have tried the dangling 


method, by

tirely, and the gripping method, by which 
one’s knees hold the animal in a death- 
strangle until they develop a species of 


paralysis. I have tried holding myself down 
with a hand on the saddle-horn. But the 
plain truth is that, with every effort, I go up 
as fast as the horse does, but come down 
more slowly. 

So long as I have this fault, the result of 
expensive eastern training, so long as I post 
the trot, I shall be a dude. No long and 
worthy record of pack-train trips, of moun- 
tain-work, of nights on the ground, of bacon 
and flap-jacks will remove the stigma. 

The council, then, had decided on the 
ranch first. After that, we had in con- 
templation the further excursion, one of 
seven hundred miles through the desert in 
Arizona and New Mexico. But the ranch 
was to come first. 


On a summer afternoon, therefore, the 
tenderfoot part of the family arrived at a 
small railway station at the foot of the Big 
Horn Mountains, in Wyoming. For some 
time, we had been approaching the moun- 
tains, and that call which they never lose to 
those who have fought and conquered them 
was very strong. 

Always the mountains rest me, even when 


they frighten me. Always lonely, always 
vast and still, the first light of day and the 
last is theirs. To those that love them, 
each peak is a finger which beckons and 
calls, and even in their shadows there is 
peace. 

The mountain air was pungent and cool. 
On the platform, we drew long breaths and 
looked around. Ahead, the rolls and those 
vast trunks which were necessitated by the 
fact that every mgmber of the party had 
brought the accumulated outing stuff of a 
dozen years. 


That night, we slept in a row on a back 
veranda of our little cottage, and directly 
underneath a trout stream roared and 
laughed at us. Laughed, because it could 
see, on a stand near the é@ge, the eleven 
trout reels and eight rods,’ the flies and 


extractors and fish-knives and landing-nets 
and stringers and creels and artificial grass- 
hoppers with which we meant to fool it. 
And did not! 

Now a dude ranch, at least the ranch. of 
which I am speaking, is not a single house. 
It is about the size of a small town. Dur- 
ing the height of the season, one hundred 


and fifty assortments of recovering over- 


worked nerves and sluggish livers will be 
found at one time housed in tiny cottages 
or tents. 

The ranch is at its best in the morning. 
Toward the corral, before eight o'clock, go 
long lines of booted, quirted, and breeched 
people of both sexes to write their names 
down for a horse that morning. “No name, 
no horse,” is the ranch rule. 


My name was the signal for the corral 
boss or his assistant to ride, rope in 
hand, into that maelstrom of whirling, nip 
ping horseflesh, single out my animal, throw 
a rope over his head, and -then drag him 
out to where the saddle boss, stood ready, 
with his assistants, to go through with the 
following motions: 

(1.) Put a bit between two tightly 
clenched sets of large, cannibal-looking 
teeth.

(2.) Throw on the saddie-blanket while 
the horse tries to get out from under it. 

(3.) Heave om the heavy saddle while 
the horse tries to step on his foot. 

(4.) Cinch the saddle. 

(5.) Listen to my complaints about the 
saddle and, 

(6.) Lead the horse nnostentatiously to 
a sloping place, so I may leap on his back 
as I am shown doing in moving pictures 
and various photographs. 

The names of western horses, of all 
horses, for that matter, are amusing. One 
summer, for instance, I rode, in succession, 
Highball, Budweiser, Brandy and Cheerio. 
This last year, however, in deference to 
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the prohibition amendment and probably to 


my occupation, I was given Ink Spot. 

Later on, I rede Nig, a fine big black, 
with a disconcerting habit of toying inno- 
cently with his bit until he got it tp his 
front teeth. That accomplished, it was 
Nig’s habjt to go somewhere with 
extreme rapidity. 

In those cases when it seemed 
best to go along, owing fo a lack 
of soft places to fall off in, I some- 
times succumbed to that crown- 
ing ignominy of clutching the sad- 
diehorn while I remonstrated 
with Nig in calming tones and 
tried to steer him away from 
gopher-holes. Sooner or later, he 
would stop, having had his run, 
and I would look behind at the 
rest of the party and pretend I 
had wanted little run. 


The weeks went on. Frontier 
day was approaching, and still we 
had not gone fishing. Then, one 
sunny afternoon, I got out my rod 
and reel, my penknife, for cutting 
the hook out of my. clothing, my 
trout-flies, and a surreptitious can 
of worms, for worms are not en- 
tirely ethical in the profession of 
trout-catching. 

Alone, and ever and anon 
catching my rod in underbrush, I 
wandered to those upper reaches 
near the canyon from which an 
Omaha gentleman was returning 
each day with heavy spoil. To 
reach these pools, it was neces- 
sary to slide and fall down a 
steep clifflike place, carrying in 
my teeth as much of my impedl- 
menta as was possible. 

Half-way down, I spilled the 
worms. Two-thirds of the way 
down, | wrenched a knee. All the 
way down, I miscalculated the 
strength of the bank and fell in. 


Now, any fisherman will know 
that the only way to catch trout 
is to surprise them. To startle 
no birds. To frighten no butter- 
flies. To stalk the stream liké an 
Indian stalking his prey. 


Crawling, creeping, hiding, the 
true fisherman at last takes up 
his stand behind a rock, and 
there, unseen and unsuspected, 
drops his brilliant-colored fly on 
the surface in such a manner that 
the fish below will think the fly is 
committing suicide. | 

But I have my own method. 
First of all, I select a comfortable rock to 
sit on, overlooking the pool. Then I select 
my fly and fasten it*to the line by a method 
which has been known to turn fishermen 
pale in the face. Then, having unwound 
considerable line and having got it tangled 
in my shoe-hooks, I am ready to cast. 


I then hopefully snap my pole, and watch 
for the suicide fly to rest lightly on the sur- 
face of the pool. But it does not. Brief ex- 
amination finds it in one of two places— 
either in the brush behind me or between 
my shoulders in the garment I am wearing. 
I have, incidentally, been known to catch 
the lobe of an ear.

the fly to rest on the surface of the water. 
Mostly, 
it does not. I have a habit, after it has 
floated undisturbed for some time, of letting 
it run with the rapid current to some 
promising pool below.

“Seven hundred miles. Camping at night. 
you know.” 

A certain pitying glance, not unmixed 
with admiration, always followed this state- 
ment. And about this time, too, the head 
of the family came across and read aloud 
an article on Death Valley. 

There were temperatures which sounded 
like the instructions for baking a cake. No 
birds were there; no life whatever. Of 
course we were not going to Death Valley, 
but the article considerably undermined our 
morale.

permitted visitors at all. For the Indians 


away from their homes to the schools, the 
Hotevila Indians established themselves, 
some years ago, in an isolated spot on the 
high mesa above the desert. And since the 
Indians would not go to the government, the 
' government went to the Indians. It fol 
lowed them and built a school near by. 

The snake-dance is not a spectacle but a 
solemn religious ceremony. It is a com- 
plicated and elaborate prayer for rain, and 
this prayer is carried by the snakes, on 
their later distribution, to the gods who 
dwell under the ground. 

But we had not reached Hotevila. On our 
first day we had made but fifty-six miles, 
and so the second it was necessary that we 
make a hundred. 

We reached the trading-post at the foot 
of the cliff on which Nes Oraibi at three 
. o'clock, and immediately the post, with its 
trading Indians inside and its lounging ones 
outside, was besieged with a thirsty crowd 


ron «ont, wetter Set te be twelve 
miles frem a dietant epring. 

Then we took to horses. But the kindly, 
smiling Hopi are very poor. They have 
nothing but their emali focks of sheep and 
goats, and their timy fields of corn and 
melons, retrieved at the cost of cruel and 
relentless labor from the sands. 

Where there is a beast, it is generally a 
burro, that Ford among horse flesh, willing 
and small of up-keep. When the word went 
out that we wanted horses, they came, but 
mostly without saddies—little herses, net 
over-nourished, gentle and obliging ithe 
their owners. 

Helvetia fell to me. A woman who hed 
riddem her the day before hed named her, 
with, she said, the accent em the frst sy! 
lable. Helvetia was a slow walker, resolute- 
ly

demanding pop, sarsaparilla, anything wet. 

Hopi Indians surrounded us, hung with 
old turquoise jewelry, and fearless poultry 
strutted about our feet. Tame hawks were 
chained on the flat tops of the Indian 
houses, for we had reached at last the 
house-dwelling Indians. 


The Hopi lives in a house built of adobe 
' and timber. Direct descendant of the cliff- 
dwellers, even im those prehistoric days 
they were house-builders. The great caves 
we had come to see, hollowed by nature in 
high cliff-faces, were only the sites in 
which they built their dwellings of masonry, 
earth, and wood. 

Each village is built on the top of a steep 
and almost inaccessible cliff. To reach 
their tiny desert fields, even to get to their 
water-springs, they- must. descend a thou- 
sand feet along a steep trail, where the 
rocks are hollowed by the passage of their 
bare feet. To go home at night, the weary 
shepherd or worker in the fields must again 
make that long and torturing climb. 

And they cannot be lured away. Like 
eagles, they build their nests high, so that 
they can search the horizon for enemies. 
They trust no one, not even the government. 

I sat on a wool-scale and ate my luncheon, 
and drank of the best water we were to find 
on the desert, while chickens waited at my 
feet for falling crumbs, and an ancient In- 
dian gentleman planted himself before me 
and reiterated repeatedly, “George,” at the 
same time pointing to himself. . 

“Mary,” I finally replied, indicating my 
chest. “Mary.” 

“Mary,” he said, with a broad smile. 

This flirtation might have gone on in- 
definitely, but the time had come to go on. 
Life is like that. No sooner does a new in- 
terest come than it Is time to go on. 

Bill, our driver, approached me as I sat 
on the scale, slightly smeared with ‘peach 
butter, and ended the George-and Maryhusi- 
ness abruptly. 

“All ready?” he inquired. 

“For what?” 


On top of the cliff Was Oraibi. Imagine, 
then, a collection of adobe houses, some 
times superimposed, one on another. The 
color of houses and mesa blends, so that 
there is a curious lack of definition about 
the outlines of the buildings. The roofs are 
flat, and access to them is gained by lad- 
ders. 

No leaf of vegetation grows. Even the 
Indian children, running nude, or largely 
so, give no touch of color, for their bodies 
are the color of the red-brown earth. But 
there is color in the blankets and jewelry of 
the men, in the shawls of the women—color 
which is vivid and romantic. 


The more curious of the party watched 
the Indian women cutting corn out of yucca 
or willow baskets on to sheepskin on the 
hard-pounded dirt floors, clean and freshly 
swept, for the snakedance would bring 
visitors. A few even descended into the 
bath-kiva, and reappeared hurriedly, gasping 
for breath. 

A bath-kiva is a hole, twenty-odd feet un- 
derground and reached by a ladder. When 
the impulse for cleanliness overpowers the 
Hopi, they descend into the cave, and over 
the mouth is placed a large hot rock cov- 
ered with straw. In this fireless cooker, the 
cleanliness-seekers remain; gently sweat- 
ing, until done. 

But we were not yet at the snake dance. 
Hotevila lay six miles away on the cliffs, 
and again we got into our cars, going 
through that painful process of finding room 
for feet and knees among the suit cases 
with which'the motor-traveler is familiar. 

By evening, we were camped in the Indian 
school-grounds, where a large tank promised 
water, and where our camp took on for the 
first time its full size and impressiveness. 

We had three days before the snake 
dance, and we filled it in various ways. A 
considerable time was spent in drinking 
water, for the heat was intense. Indeed, so 
much precious water did we use that at 
last, for washing purposes, we were reduced 
to one cupful per day, and, the tank having 


family or flying madly past them, losing my 
hat ever and anon, and bringing up at the 
cliff-edge with not an inch to spare. 


During this time, preparations for the 
dance were going on in the village. Out on 
the desert, carrying leather bags, the priests 
had brought in the snakes, and over them, 
in the underground kivas, were going on 
those strange and mysteriots ceremonies 
of which only the subdued chantings 
reached the upper air. 

At certain hours we saw solemn and fan- 
tastically dressed lines of priests ascending 
or descending into the kiva, intent on the 
business in hand. 


Around them, the village went about its 
affairs. Dogs barked and chickens roamed 
at large, for the Hopi do not kill chickens. 
In front of the low pueblo-houses were hung 
meats to dry in the sun, against the ap 
proaching celebration. Naked children 
playeds burros brayed, and women were 
smartening the fronts of their houses with 
fresh clay. 

The Hopi women build and own the 
houses. Indeed, in some ways, the Hopis 
have a matriarchy. Divorce is achieved by 
the simple method of the woman putting 
the man’s saddle and other belongings out 
of the house, by which he understands that 
he is no longer persona grata, and goes 
away. The men weave the dresses of the 
womep and their sashes. 

So the village life went on. Below, in the 
kiva, the snakes were being washed and 
purified. Above, in our camp, they were 
being looked for in their blankets by nerv- 
ous women, and various members of the 
party were visiting the little plaza of the 
village, with an eye to picking out positions 
of strategic value. For it appeared that, at 
certain stages of the ceremony, the snakes 
were dropped to the ground, to be picked 
up later or too late, as the case might be. 

Came the day before the dance, and the 
early-morning race. Most of us had slept 
in our clothing, for at the first sun-rays, 
about half-past four, the race began. We 
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prayer-offerings. 

moments later, we saw the winner 
Carrying the meal and the amulet. 
down the trail and out over the 


It .was very hot that afternoon. 
edge of a roof, where no snake could climb, 
I sat and watched the crowd—archeologists 
students of Indian life, miners and cow- 
punchers, traders and teachers from the 
reservation schools, ranchers and business 
men from Arizona and New Mexico, all of 
whom had come over the desert at least a 
hundred and fifty miles, from Winslow, 
Flagstaff, or the Grand Canyon, for this 
half-hour or less of primitive religious 
drama.

N ONE side of the field sat ten thou 

sand persons who were silent because 
their throats had been strained beyond the 
limit of endurance; on the other side were 
ten thousand persons who were silent be 
cause there was nothing about which they 
might cheer.

HEN you come right down to it, it has

HEN Frank Rowlands, Hollywood 

sculptor and artist, “stepped out of 
% de picture” eleven years ago, there was no 
hulabaloo about his disappearance. 

To the little group of intimates that 
baske@ in the warm hospitality of his hillside 
cottage, it was known that he had a va 
grant soul. Somebody suggested that he 
had gone to the South Seas, to find there an 
artistic life even more leisurely than that 
of Hollywood's art colony. Somebody else 
suggested that he might have returned to 
his home towm Peoria. But nothing was 
done about it. Nobody reported his ab 
gence to the police and after the lease on 
his cozy bungalow expired, some friend 
stored the furniture and he was almost for 
gotten. 

Comes now te Hollywood, as they say in 
titles, a soldier of fortune with tidings of 
the absent Rowlands. Jack Anderson, trap 
per, explorer guide and prospector of the 
Hudson's Bay country now establishing him- 
self as a citizen of the film capital, is the 
bearer of the tidings. 

Rowlands, Am@erson reports, is the king 


of square miles northeast of Hudson's Bay. 

“Rowlands has reneunced civilizatica,” 
Anderson reports. “I liwed with him fer a 
few months when I ran acress his tribe 
while prospecting on the Barren Lands. I 
was the first white man he had seem for years 
and ho seemed satisfied not te see another. 


“He has three wives and is absolute rul- 
er of all he surveys and holds power of life 
and death over his strange band.” 

To appreciate fully the weirdness of Row- 
lands’s situation, says Anderson, one must 
possess a little knowtedge of the Kiugemaute 
Eskimos. 

The tribe is made up of outcast Eskimos, 
these who have breken the laws of their 
own tribes and have been expelied. Once an 
Miskimo is expelled from his trite he and his 
@escendants are forever barred from rejoin- 
img & and become Kiugemutea, which means 
almost “pariah.” 

“How Rowlands ever fell im this strange 
band was never explained to me,” said An- 
Gerson. “He hed been a Rough Rider under 
Reosevelt and probably some of the tales of 
lis companions had implanted im him a de 
sire to see the far north. 

“He explained once how he had come to 
renounte civilization. It seems that he had 
fallen desperately in love, for the first time 
im bis with girl mearly twenty years 
younger than be. The gisl indicated that 


she returned the affection and they became 


engaged. Rowlsnds was making plans for 
his marriage whee he found that the gif 
was accepting attentions ffom a younger 
man. The blow crushed him and he walked 
out of his house leaving everything as it 
stood and made his way into the north. 
“Although he ruled the Klugemutes with 


an iron hand, they revered him, believing 
him some sort of a god-man. They are such 
a primitive race that Rowlands’s adeptness 
at fashioning tools and different articles, 
which his experience as a sculptor made 
easy for him, awed them beyond belief. 


“Rowlands’s master stroke with the tribe — 


was the fashioning of wheels. After that 
they believed him umapproachable. This 
tribe is so primitive that the very earliest 
and greatest of man’s inventions, the wheel, 
had not yet caught up with them. 

The Klugemutes, Anderson relates, are 
the Eskimos who killed Andree, the Swe- 
dish explorer and aeronaut who in July, 
1897, left the coast of Spitzbergen with 
two companions in a balloon, headed for the 
North Pole. 

Nothing was ever heard from the balloon 
again_and the event remained an unfathom- 
able mystery until in 1909 Anderson brought 
to the outside world the story of what had 
happened to the balloonists. 

“The devil came in a big bubble, and we 
killed him.” 

That was the Eskimos’ explanation of the 
tragedy, the solution of which Anderson 
stumbled over by accident. While trading 
with the matives he noticed they were us- 
ing oiled silk fer covering on their sledges. 
He asked how the silk had come so far 
north but he could not grasp the signifi-

chief told the missionary, who understood 
the language, the story. 

“The devil came in a big bubble,” he said, 
“out of the sky. My tribesmen were afraid. 
The devil had two men with him who could 
not walk.

For many weeks the big bubble swayed 
in the wind where it had landed. The Es- 


kimos were frightened and made plans to 
abandon their camp. Then one day two

Resting a few weeks later in the camp of 
a missionary, Anderson told about the .bal- 
loon silk on the sleds and the telescope 
marked Andree. 

The missionary excitedly told about the 
Andree expedition and induced Anderson to 
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young Eskimos approached the bubbie, 
stuck it with a snow knife and ran. 

The next day the bubble was gone, with 
only the skin of it left. The Eskimos were 
delighted with the skin of the bubble and 
cut it up for sled covers. 

The missionary had hoped to learn more 
and perhaps find some records left by the 
party but the sled covers and the telescopes 
were all that was left of the Andree expedi- 
tion. 

Anderson also knows the “inside” of the 
story of the murder of Radford and Street, 
the two explorers slain by the Klugemutes 
in 1913, whose slayers were brought to 
book five years later by the Northwest 
Mounted Police after a two-year patrol of 
five thousand miles. 

“Radford and Street would never have 
been harmed if they had followed the cus- 
toms of the country in their dealings with 
the Klugemutes,” says Anderson. x 

“The hospitable man in that section 
places his wife and daughters at the dispos- 
al of his guest. But a man must not make 
an advance to a woman until he is welcomed 
as a guest and if he fancies a woman not 
owned-—because women are owned and var- 
tered just like chattels—by his host, he 
must make his arrangements through her 
owner. 

“Radford and Street broke the law of the 
land, forced their attentiong on some young 
squaws without first consulting their own- 
ers, and they paid with their lives.” 


Speaking of the customs of the Eskimos, 
Anderson said he did not know that as « 
general thing Eskimos disposed of the old 
and infirm by sealing them in an igloo and 
leaving them to their fate.

HE chief orator at the dedication serv- 

ices of the memorial to Margaret Hart- 
ley Leigh, Philanthropist, was running true 
to the form of such occasions. Wis round- 
ed periods filled the air. 


“So those of us who were nearest to our 
dear departed friend and her work, and who 
have resolved that the memory of her beau- 
tiful spirit must never pass from among wus, 
have chosen this memorial to her,” he was 
saying. “It ie a peculiarly fitting memorial, 
the kind she herself would have selected; 
for it is designed for the use and happiness 
of others, and from start to finish of her 
beautiful life Margaret Leigh's first thought 
was for her fellow men and women. More 
than anything else, she desired to make 
safe and happy, and to share with them the 
xreat gifts God had given her. 


“You know how generously she shared 
her wealth; but that was the least of her of- 
ferings. She gave herself as well. She 
gave love and sympathy and understanding 
to all created things. No one was too low— 
or too high-—-to win her interest and her 
help if interest or help were needed. That 
is why we have here today the unique gath- 
ering we see around us. That is why the 
rich and the poor of our city, the fortunate 
and the unfortunate, the old and the young, 
the standard-bearers and yes, the so-called 
outcasts, too, gathered this morning to do 
honor to the memory of our friend and 
theirs. Among us all, I venture to say, there 
is not a heart that is not aching.” 


Anne Kimball, chairman of the committee 
which had raised the memorial fund and 
throughout Margaret Leigh's life her clos- 
est friend and counselor, fixed her eyes on 
the speaker with more approval in them 
than those rather critical eyes often held. 
The Reverend William Strong was doing 
better than usual, she reflected, probably 
because he could be wholly sincere.. Mar- 
garet was one he could praise almost ful- 
Somely, as he loved to praise, and yet re 
main well within the limits of truth.
